New York, December 30.—-(By Asso- 
‘ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The Teutonic armies in 
Rumania and along the Moldavian 
frontier continue to drive forward in 
the face of stubborn Russian and Ru- 
manian resistance. The campaign cov- 
ers not only the 120-mile front: from 
the Danube river to Oltuz pass:in the 
Carpathians, but extends further north- 
ward .along the Moldavian frontier to 
the valley of the Putna river. 

The heaviest blows of the German 
armies are being delivered along the 
railroad line running northward from 
Rimnik-Sarat to .Fokshani and they 
have forced the lines of the defenders 
backward on the front from the Vanube 
to the Carpathians, The invaders have 
captured Bordestchi, on the Rimnik 
river, and forced the Russians to re-

Beriin, December 30.—(By Wireless.) 
“The Russians, defeated in eastern 
Wallachia, are being driven toward 
the Sereth by their pursuers, who are 
pressing on closely at their rear,” 
writes the military critic of the Over- 
seas News agency.

Washington, December 30.—There 
were no official expressions here of 
the views of President Wilson and 
the administration on the entente reply 
to the German peace proposals for the 
dual reason that the United States is 
acting only as an intermediary be- 
tween the belligerents, and because a 
policy of silence has been adopted dur- 
ing this stage of the peace negotia- 
tions.

First informal comment by one ote"

without decidedly changing her tone, 
they had still left the door open for 
another advance. 

Official Washington, ghowever, .was 
deeply perplexed as to the future, and 
admitted that it probably depended on 
the internal conditions and confidence 
of the two warring groups and secondly 
on how’ far President Wilson would 
decide to push his own peace efforts. 
On the whole, first comment indicated 
that hopes of an early peace may have 
diminished, but had not disappeared. 

After reading the unofficial text of 
the note, Count von Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador, authorized the 
following statement: 

“President "Wilson having suggest- 
ed the Vinding of'a method of stating 
terms, I do not think that this note 
will be answered by my government 
until after the entente allies have re- 
plied to the president's suggestion: 
stating, if they so desire, the modus 
they propose.”’ 

The German embassy was outwardly 
not favorably impressed with the 
tenor of the entente note. . However, 
the declaration that “a mere sugges- 
tion, without a statement of terms, 
that negotiations should be opened is 
not an offer of peace,” was taken to 
contain a veiled invitation to give 
terms.

Wilson. Is Silent. 

The next steps by the American gov- 
ernment will not be determined until 
the entente reply to President Wilson's 
note is received. It is expected with- 
in a few days. While it is expected 
to follow in a gweneral way the tone of 
the note received today, officials be- 
lieve it will make clear whethermany 
good will be accomplished by f ‘er 
efforts at present on the part of the 
president. 

The entente reply was not read by 
the president tonight. Througl. official 
dispatches from abroad he knew of _its 
general tenor, but did not tell even his 
closest advisers what he thought of it. 

German embassy officials pointed out 
that since the first peace offer was 
made by the central powers and it was 
indicated that the entente demanded 
terms as a preliminary to considering 
it, the central powers have informed 
President Wilson that they desire to 
give theif terms at a conference. The 
embassy considers that it now itis for 
the entente, replying to the prcs'dent’s 
note, to say whether they wunt the 
terms which they consider essential to 


an offer for peace conveyed to them, 
and if so, in what manner. 

The official text of the note which 
reached the state department late to- 
day will be forward to the American 
diplomats in those countries where this 
government represents the entente al- 
lies just as soon as Secretary Lansing 
knows that the official text is complete 
and exact.

NOT PEACE OFFER,

The note declares that the proposa! 
of the central powers is ‘not an offer 
of peace, but a “war maneuver.” It 
is declared to be founded on: “‘calculat- 
ed misinterpretation of the character 
of the struggle in the past, the present 
and the future.” 

The note does not specifically - out- 
line the definite war aims of any of 
the entente governments, except Bel- 
gium. Before the war, it is pointed 
out, Belgium asked for nothing but to 
live in harmony with»her neighbors. 
Assailed in spite of the, treaties’ guar- 
anteeing her inviolablility, Belgium, the 
note says, has taken up-arms to defend 
her independence and “her neutrality 
violated by Germany.” 

Belgium's aim, which ts declared to 
be the only aim of her king and gov- 
ernment, is described as “the re-estab- 
lishment of peace and justice. But 
they only desire peace which would 
assure to their country legitimate

“Finally,” it ig asserted, “these over- 
tures attempt to justify in advance in 
the eyes of the world a new series of 
crimes—submarine warfare, deporta- 
tions, forced labor and forced enlist- 
ment of the inhabitants against their 
own countries and violations of neu- 
trality.”’ 


TEXT OF NOTE 
SENT BY ALLIES. 

The text of the note follows: 

“The allied governments of Belgium, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
Montenegro, Portugal, Rumania, Russia 
and Serbia, united for thre defense of 
the liberty of their peoples and faith- 
ful to engagements taken not to lay 
down their arms separately, have re- 
solved to reply collectively to the pre- 
tended propositions of. peace which 
were addressed to them on behalf of 
the enemy governments through the 
intermediary of the United States, 
Spain, Switzerland and Holland. Before 
making any reply the allied powers de- 
sire particularly to protest against the 
two essential assertions of the note of

“At The Hague conference it was a 
German delegate who refused all pro- 
posals for disarmament. In July, 1914, 
it was Austria-Hungary who, after 
having addressed to Serbia an unpre- 
cedented ultimatum, declared war upon 
her in spite of the satisfaction which 
had at once been accorded.

Augusta, Ga., December 31.—The 
Hampton Terrace hotel in North Au- 
gusta was destroyed by fire early to-. 
day with loss estimated at nearly $600,- 
000. The fire which broke out in the 
east wing of the building about 2 
o'clock this morning got beyond con- 
trol of the Augusta fire department 
which was hampered by lack of water 
pressure. The ‘roof collapsed and the 
structure burned rapidly. 

The hotel, which is a winter tourist 
resort, was to have been opened next 
week. About 100 of the attaches had 
arrived and were housed in the build- 
ing,’ but all had ample-time to escape.

“Finally, these overtures attempt to 
justify in advance in the eyes of the 
world a new series of crimes—subma- 
rine warfare, deportations, forced la- 
bor and forced enlistment of the in- 
habitants against their own countries 
and violations of neutrality. 

“Fully conscious of the gravity of 
this moment, but equally conscious of 
its requireménts, the allied govern- 
ments, closely united to one another 
and in perfect sympathy with their peo- 
ples, refuse to consider a proposal 
which is empty and insincere. 


REPARATION 
DEMANDED. 

“Once again the allies declare that 
no peace is possible so long as they 
have not secured reparation for violat- 
ed rights and liberties, the recognition 
of the principle of nationalities and of 
the free existence of small states; so 
long as they have not brought about a 
settlement calculated to end once and 
for all forces which have constituted a 
perpetual menace to the nations and to 

fford the only effective guarantee for 
he future security of the world. 

“In conclusion, the allied powers 
think it necessary to put forward the 
following consideration, which show 
the special situation of Belgium after 
two and a half years of war. In virtue 
of the international treaties signed by 
five great European powers, of whom 
Germany was one, Belgium enjoyed be- 
fore the war a special status, render- 
ing her territory inviolable and placing 
her, under the guarantee of the pow- 
ers, outside all European conflicts. She 
was, however, in spite of these trea- 
ties, the first to suffer the aggression 
of Germany. For this reason the Bel- 
gian government thinks it necessary to 
define the aims which. Belgium has 
never ceased to pursue while fighting 
side by side with the entente powers 
for right and justice. 

“Belgium has always scrupulously 
fulfilled the duties which her neutral- 
ity imposed upon her. She has tak- 
en up arms to defend her independ- 
ence and her neutrality violated by 
Germany, and to show that she re- 
mains faithful to her international ob- 
ligations. 


WRONGS 
TO BELGIUM. 


“On the fourth of August, 1914, in 
the reichstag, the German chancellor 
admitted that this aggression consti- 
tuted an injustice contrary to the laws 
of nations and pledged himself in the 
name of Germany to repair it. During 
two and a half years this injustice has 
been cruelly aggravated by the proceed- 
ings of the occupying forces, which 
have exhausted the resources of the 


country, ruined its towns and villages 
and have been responsible for innu- 
merable massacres, executions and im- 
prisonments. 

“At this very moment, while Germany 
is proclaiming peace and humanity | 
to the world, she is deporting Bel- 
gian citizens by thousands and re- | 
ducing them to slavery. 

“Belgium before the war asked for 
nothing but to live in harmony with | 
her neighbors. Her king and her gov- |, 
ernment have but one aim—the re-es- | 
tablishment of peace and justice. But | 
they only desire peace which would | 
assure to their country legitimate re- | 
paration, guarantees and safeguards 
for the future.” .

No American Comment. 

No American comment is expected to 
be attached to the note. None was at- 
tached to the central powers’ propos- 
als when reforwarded from here to the 
allies. President Wilson’s note is 
thought to give this: country full op- 

ortunity to express its views without 
n any way attempting to confuse the 
Teutonic notes and their replies with 
the president’s note. 

President Wilson has been very care- 
ful to disassociate his own note from 
the German proposals, especially as the 
coincidence in time between the two 
was made the basis of hostile comment 
in the allied countries. He is expected 
to very scrupulously remain aloof from 
the entente replies in order not to 
prejudice the independent position of 
this government in the negotiations. 

The United States represents Great 
Britain in all four central empires, Ja- 
pan and Rumania tin Austria and Ger- 
many, France and Italy in Austria and 
Turkey, Serbia in Germany and Tur- 
key, and Belgium, Montenegro and 
Russia in Turkey. Portugal alone of 
the entente countries is represented in 
none of the belligerent countries by 
this government. 

The official text will not be made 
public by the state department, nor 
will any indication be given as to 
whether it agrees with the press text. 
The state department feels most ear- 
nestly that it is the mere messenger of 
the various belligerents whose inter- 
ests it represents in the hostile coun- 
tries and regards the negotiations as 
sacredly confidential. Any sort of pub- 
licity must therefore be left to the 
governments concerned. 


Policy of Silence. 


This feeling is increased through the 
belief that the only direct interest that 
this government has in the peace ne- 
gotiations is in the president’s note 
and that the whole peace situation can 
be best served x: a policy of silence 
till such time as the negotiations come 
to a more definite estate. Too much 
publicity now, it is felt, may only tend 
to embarrass the delicate steps and 
force one side or the other to bring! 
them to an end. 

It is regarded as very probable that 
the note will be answered by the cen- 
tral powers, if only to contest some of 
its statements. erman officials re- 
garded as unfortunate for the peace 
movement that the entente had dis- 
cussed the past at such length.

Following the action of council at 
its special meeting Friday in deciding 
to sell $50,000 worth of fi. fas, so that 
the charter fund would be on hand by 
Saturday afternoon, the city tax col- 
lector was kept busy all day Saturday 
receiving money from delinquents, anx- 
fous to pay before the fi. fas, should 
leave the city’s control. 

From noon Friday to about 4 o'clock 
Saturday the tax collector received ap- 
proximately $165,000 in money. In the 
collections made Saturday the $50,000 
to be realized by the sale of old fi. fas. 
was not included in full, but $30,000 
of that sum had been collected. The 
marshal’s office 
tabulating the fi. fas: that were to be 
60ld and officials were not able to find 
$50,000 worth that the purchaser want- 
ed. The resolution by council speci- 
fies that not more than $50,000 shall be 
sold. 

A. RK Herrington, who has agreed to 
make the purchase, spent the day Sat- 
urday in the city hall sorting out the 
Papers that he wanted. Inthe main the 
fi. fas. bought by him are for a figure 
around $300, though some run as low 
as $30. He will make 10 per cent of 
the amount of taxes due plus interest 
at 7 per cent. 

Mr. Herrington issued a statement 
Saturday to the effect that he would 
not be hard on the people whose fi. fas. 
he has purchased. “Our purchase of 
these fi. fas. does not work a hardship 
on the people against whom they are 
held! Any person owing taxes can go 
to the city and pay the same by Jan- 
vary 20 or can come to our office, 
room 205 Peters building, and pay the 
fi. fa. without any further cost from 
the city or any charge for our services, 
but this must be done by January 20.

In the high ground northwest 
of the town mentioned General Delmen- 
singen’s Austro-Hungarian and Bava- 
rian troops again defeated the enemy. 
Field Marshal Lieutenant Ludwig Gold- 
inger’s troops, which belong to this 
group, are engaged in a battle before 
Dedulesci. 

“The northern wing of Archduke Jo- 
seph’s army group has joined in the 
attack. The Austro-Hungarian and 
German forces have captured a number 
of strongly fortified positions in the 
upper Zabala, Naruya and Putna val- 
leys, and stormed hostile lines at Sarya, 
northwest of Sosmezo. 

“During yesterday’s engagements in 
Wallachia and in the mountains west 
of Fok'shani, 3,000 prisoners, six guns 
and more than 20 machine guns were 
captured. 

“An Austro-Hungarian air squadron 
on December 27 bombarded the railway 
station of Onesci, where a large num- 
ber of hostile troops were concen- 
ht Several buildings were set on 
fire.” 


CONSTANT ATTACKS \ 
BY THE INVADERS. 


Petrograd, December 30.—(By Wire- 
less Press to London.)—Strong Teuton 
forces, assisted by heavy and lignt ar- 
tillery, yesterday continued their at- 
tacks on the usso-Rumanian posi- 
tions on the front northeast of Rim- 
nik-Sarat, in central Rumania, says the 
official statement issued today by the 
Russian war office. The invaders cap- 
tured the village of Bordestchi, on the 
River Rimnik and pressed back the 
Russian detachments near Zalestsi. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: The enemy is 
conducting stubborn attacks on the up- 
per part of the River Kamna, on the 
Moldavian frontier, west of Sovena, 
near the source of the River Suchitza, 
and along the River Putna west of the 
station of Kosa. 

“The enemy with considerable forces 
and assisted by heavy and light artil- 
lery, continued his obstinate attacks on 
the front northeast of Rimnik-Sarat, 
directing his main blow along’ the 
railway. He succeeded in taking pos- 
session of the village of Bordestchi, on 
the River Rimnik, and pressed back our 
detachments near the village of Za- 
lestzi, 15 versts northeast of Rimnik- 
Sarat.

Petrograd, December 30.—(By Wire- 
less Press to London.)—Reporting mil- 
itary operations on the Russian west- 
ern front, the Russian official state- 
ment issued today says: 

“Western Front: In the region north 
of Lake Koldytchevo our scouts at- 
tacked an enemy field post and cap- 
tured some prisoners. 

“On the Odin canal, south of Novin- 
ka, our gcouting parties attacked an 
outpost of German officers. After 
bayonet fighting the enemy fled, leav- 


ing in our hands a number of prisoners}.

ance into the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. 

Dr. Matheson will act as a member 
of the chamber of commerce committee 
which is to supervise the work of the 
bureau, and is enthusiastic in its work. 

In the near future the chamber of 
commerce committee will start a cam- 
paign of education on this subject and 
will seek to hold meetings with the 
Parent-Teacher association in each 
school district.

RlGHT 10 ISSUE BONDS 


Two Petitions Filed Saturday 
With the Georgia Rail- 
road Commission. 


The Georgia Railway & Power com- 
pany Saturday filed two petitions with 
the state railroad commission affect- 
ing its financial affairs, the first in- 
cluding provision for the payment of 
$420,000 in dividends due during the 
last four years on its first preferred 
stock. 

The second petition seeks the ap- 
proval of a bond issue of $495,000 first 
and refunding bonds to reimburse the 
treasury for expenditures for improve- 
ments and additions. 

A third petition was filed by the 
Georgia Railway & Electric company 
for a bond issue for stmilar purposes 
amounting to $283,000. 

The Georgia Railway & Power com- 
pany, in the first mentioned petition, 
asks the commission to approve 
the issue of §420,000 in non-interest- 
bearing script, to be retired by $30,000 
installments every six months, begin- 


ning July 1 of next year. This .is for 
the purpose of settling «he 6 per cent 
annua] dividends for the last four 
years, from January, 1913, to December, 


, 1916, upon $2,000,000 of the company's 


first preferred stock. Tnis dividend is 
guaranteed every year. The company, 
in its petition, sets up the claim that 
this dividend could readily have been 
paid by the company out of its earn- 
ings, but, on account of the fact thas 
the company for the last several years 
has been unable to sell bonds, the earn- 
ings were used for improvements of 
the company’s property and service. 

The company proposes new not only 
to pay the back dividenas due upon its 
first preferred stock, buf *'so to pay 
its future dividends upon this stock 
as they fall due. 

The second petition of the Georgia 
Railway & Power company asks the 
railroad commission to approve the is- 
sue of $459,0000 in 5 per cen first and 
refunding bonds to cover 75 per cent 
of approved expenditures for improve- 
ments and additions, the total cost of 
which amounted to $565,417.48. This 
application is for another installment 
upon a bond issue of $30,000,000 already 
applied for before the commission, of 
which $13,041,000 has been approved. 

The Georgia Railway & Electric 
company asks permission of the com- 
mission to issue $283,000 of 5 per cent 
refunding and mortgage bonds under 
a general refunding mortgage bond is- 
sue of $20,000,000 which has been ap- 
plied for. Of this total bonds to the 
extent of $4,194,000 have already been 
approved by the commission. The is- 
sue now prayed is to reimburse the 
treasury of the company to the extent 
of 75 per cent of approved expenditures 
for improvements and additions, total- 
ing $377,635.11.

Building Permits for 1916 
$1,000,000 Behind Those of 
-1915—City Building In- 
spector Expects “Better 
Times” During 1917.8 


“We will not have the biggest year 
in building that we have ever had, but 
by spring we will have some of the 
most active building on record in At- 
lanta, and by one year from @ate we 
are going to witness unprecendented 
prosperity in all building lines in this 
city,”” was the statement yesterday of 
Chief Building Inspector Ed R. Hays, 
in commenting upon the official build- 
ing figures given out by Chief Clerk 
Louie P. Marquardt. 

The figures showed Atlanta to be 
nearly a million dollars behind in 
building operations for 1916, as com- 
pared wth 1915. However, the year 
is ahead of other years, the loss ig at- 
tributed to the high increase in the 
cost of building material. Those kind 
of structures that could be postponed 
until material became cheaper have 
not been erected this past year.

Speaking from direct and first-hand expe- 
rience, retiring Councilman Edwin F. John- 
son, a successful and conservative business

But why cannot Savannah societies, so- 
cial and commercial, meet the issue as At- 
lanta hag done, by cutting out the wine and 
substituting ‘“Woman—lovely woman’’—the 
banquet toast to which the heart responds 
and dictates to the voice? 

This is where Savannah may learn of 
Atlanta, in a bright departure from imme- 
morial custom, by the substitution at the 
banquet board of women for wine! 

For the first time the invitation cards to 
the annual meeting and dinner of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, on January 11, read: 

“You and lady are cordially invited to 
attend.” 

That tells the story of the wonderful 
changes wrought by Time and—Prohibition. 

Legislative enactment may cause the 
world to cut out the wine, but by the bless- 
ing of God the women are with us still! 
and with woman at the banquet board, wine 
seems too weak for utterance!

fair as to wine—but it will sparkle none the 


less with the women. 

A “dry” banquet—and women to grace 
it with their beauty and “the light that 
dwells in woman’s eyes.?’’— 

It would be anything but that! 

The famous lyric of the old-time lover- 
poet would express the sentiment of all 
the men: 


Drink to me only with thine eyes 
And I will drink with mine, 

‘Or leave a kiss but in the cup 
And T'll not ask for wine! 


For the false exhilaration of wine, the 
réal intoxicating smile of woman—and 
what sweeter substitution could mortal man 
desire? 

Think of what guardian angels women 
would have been at the banquets of the 
past, when wine made Wisdom blush and 
the home-returning clubman tried to unlock 
the midnight door with his cigar, because of 
a hazy impression that he had smoked his 
latchkey! 

Blessing on the prohibition which does 
not prohibit the women! 

Instead of waiting—istening through the 
long hours in the dim home-light for the

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


Curiously enough, those states which are 
considering the question of the abolition of 
capital punishment have not adequate means 
of determining whether or not it is prevent- 
ive of murder and other crimes for which it 
is supposed to be inflicted. 

The trouble is that in those states which 


prescribe capital punishment as the penalty 


for murder, it is seldom enforced. . The ac- 
tual figures show that there is about one 


execution for every 75 homicides which oc- 
cur in the United States. 

It is more than probable that the major- 
ity, if not nearly all, of these homicides come 
within the legal definition of murder; but 
shrewd lawyers, by one method or another, 
manage to save the necks of their clients 
and often succeed in restoring the guilty to 
outright liberty. Summarizing the homicidal 
statistics in the United States as compared 
with the number of executions for murder 
for the past several years, The Savannah 
Morning News says: 


In 1915, for instance, there were 9,230 
homicides in the United States. There 
were only 119 legal executions. In 1914 
there were 8,251 homicides, with only 
14 exeoutions; in 1913, 8,902, with pun- 
ishment by death in 88 cases; in 1912, 
9,152 homicides and 143 executions. Cap- 
ital punishment may or may not be a 
deterrent, but it is poor logic to reason 
that it is not when it is provided by the 
law but not by the judges and juries. 


It is clearly impossible under’ such cir- 
cumstances as these to determine whether 
capital punishment has or has not any ma- 
terial effect in the prevention of murder. On 
the other hand, the probability is that the 
fact that capital punishment is inflicted in 
so small a number of cases acts as a stimu- 
lant to the prospective assassin, who figures 
out that it is an easy enough matter with 
the aid of a good lawyer to put up a tale 
that will save his life, and perhaps get him 
off altogether. 

As a matter of fact, under circumstances 
such as these, it might be just as well, after 
all, to abolish capital punishment and be done 
with it. If it is to be a dead letter it has no 
place on the statute books. Certainly no 
sort of punishment will act as a deterrent 
for crime when it is known that it may be 
easily escaped seventy-four times out of 
seventy-five.

OREGON AND THE NEGRO. 


If any one were looking around for in- 

stances of race prejudice with the negro as 
its object he would scarcely think of going 
to Oregon to find it. : 
But a remarkable story comes out of the 
far northwestern state, which refused by a 
majority vote in.the recent general election 
‘to eliminate the negro anti-suffrage plank 
from its constitution, notwithstanding it is 
in direct contravention of the constitution 
of the United States, and therefore void. 

When the national constitution was 
amended, conferring the right of suffrage 
upon all classes of citizens, irrespective of 
race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude, it naturally repealed and invalidated 
the anti-negro suffrage provision in the con- 
stitutions of such states as had it. Oregon 
was one of these, but it has been allowed 
to stand without repeal, regardless of its 
impotence. 

Recently it was decided to submit to the 
voters of that state the question of repeal- 
ing the prohibition upon the negro vote, in 
order to make Oregon’s constitution accord 
in that respect with the federal constitu- 
tional requirement.. There was in the pro- 
posal no question involved as to whether the 
negro should be allowed or should not be 
allowed to vote. That had already been 
settled by the federal government. The pro- 
posal, therefore, was purely a matter of 
form in bringing state and federal consti- 
tutions into harmony. 

But did Oregon enact it? Not a bit of ft. 
By a majority of 700 votes in-a total vote of 
200,728 she retained the anti-suffrage pro- 
vision in her constitution. 

In other words, 100,701 voters declared 
against its elimination, and why? The 
Oregon Voter, a weekly magazine published 
at Portland, answers: 


Prejudice against the colored races 
was mainly responsible for the impotent 
negative vote. Some authorities ascribe 
the 100,701 ‘‘Noes” to crass ignorance. Ig- 
norance there was, no doubt, but the race 
prejudice was reflected nevertheless, and 
to our knowledge many voted “No” in a 
epirit of protest, realizing full well that 
the vote could have no effect on the 
citizenship of the negro. 


As an illustration of how little preaching 
and practice may sometimes accord, the in- 
cident is both interesting and remarkable. 

The negro is gradually learning, as the 
result of cases of this sort, of the treatment 
which is all too frequently accorded him in 
the home of his pretended defender, in the 
suffering and hardship which he has been 
compelled to endure when persuaded to emi- 
grate to colder northern climates in response 
to the demands for cheap labor, that not 
only is the south the best place for him, but 
that here he finds his real and, perhaps, his 
only friends.

A PREROGATIVE OF THE MAYOR 
WHICH IS NEVER EXERCISED 

There is one prerogative of the mayor af 
Atlanth which that official has held ever 
since Atlanta was first chartered in 1848, but 
which has never been exercised. 

Under the city charter the mayor is ‘a 
justice of the peace, and he can issue war- 
rants for any state offense committed within 
the corporate limits of the city. Warrants 
issued by him must be executed by the chief 
of police, who shall commit the offender to 
the county jail. It is made the duty of the 
jailer to receive all such persons so com- 
mitted. 


OATH OF OFFICEK WHICH IS TAKEN 
BY THE MAYOR OF ATLANTA 

Under the charter of the city of Atlanta, 
the mayor must take an oath that he has not 
promised his vote or support for any office 
in the city. The oath the mayor takes is 
short and pointed, and, now that Atlanta is 
about to have a new mayor, ft may be of in- 
terest. It is as follows: 

‘TY swear that I will faithfully and im- 
partially demean myself as mayor during my 
continuance in office. I have not, in order to 
influence my election to this office, directly 
or indirectly, expressly or implied, promised 
my vote or support to any person for any 
office in the city government of Atlanta, nor 
for any other office. I will not knowingly 
permit my vote % the election or appoint- 
ment of any person to a position in the city 
government to be influenced by fear, favor or 
affection, reward or hope thereof, but in all 
things pertaining te my said office I will be 
governed by what is my conviction for the 
public good.” 

One of the fudges of the superior court 
administers the oath. 


FIRST MAYOR AND ALDERMEN 
ELECTED IN ATLANTA IN 1848 
On the eve of a new mayor and general 
council taking hold of the city government, 


legislative body may be interesting. 

On January 29, 1848, the first city elec- 
tion was held and a mayor and six aldermen 
were chosen. There were no councilmen. At 
the election 215 votes were polled at one 
polling place. There were elected: Moses 
W. Formwalt, mayor, and Aldermen Jonas 
S. Smith, R. W. Bullard, A. W. Walton, Ben- 
jamin F. Bomar, | James F. Collins and 
Leonard C. Simpson. 

The first meeting of the mayor and alder- 
men was held on Wednesday, February 2, 
1848. The second meeting of the body was 
held three days later, and meetings were 
held every few days for several weeks there- 
after. 

The first city ordinances were drafted by 
a committee of three during the month of 
March, 1848. 

The following city officials were elected 
by the first mayor and board of aldermen: 

G. M. Lester, marshal; Thomas I. Shivers, 
assistant marshal; L. CO. Simpson, city clerk; 
Oswald Houston, city treasurer. 

It will be seen that one of the aldermen 
was made city clerk. 
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VOLUNTEER FIRE COMPANIES 
AND THE OLD “BUCKET BRIGADE” 

Atlanta’s first volunteer fire company 
was organized in the spring of 1850. Al- 
though the city was but two years old, the 
citizens determined to take measures to pro- 
tect their property from the flames. Before 
that time the town had what was known as 
a “bucket brigade,” composed of citizens who 
formed a line from a well to the burning 
building and passed along buckets of water 
from “hand to hand. There was usually a 
second line, along which the empty buckets 
were passed back to the well. 

After a disastrous fire on Whitehall 
street in 1858 a hook-and-ladder company 
was organized, with William Rushton fore- 
man and Frank Johnson assistant foreman. 

In 1860 all the volunteer firemen held a 
meeting and organized a fire départment, 
with the following officers: William A. 
Barnes, chief; 8. B. Sherwood, first assistant; 
Robert F. Maddox, Sr., second assistant. Chief 
Barnes was succeeded by 8. B.Sherwood The 
third chief was John H. Mecaslin, and he was 
succeeded by Thomas G. Haney, who served 
to the close of the war in 13865. 

The volunteer fire companies after the 
war were Atlanta Fire company No. 1, with 
a steam engine; Mechanic Fire company No. 
2, with a hand pump; Tallulah Fire company 
No. 3, with a hand pump, and Atlanta Hook 
and Ladder company No. 1. 

There are only a few survivors of the 
old volunteers, and now and then they hold 


a reunion. 


SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA, 
AND THE COURT OF APPEALS 
The supreme court of Georgia was first 
established in 1845. It consisted of three 
justices, but an amendment in 1896 increased 


‘the mumber to six. This amendment also

took from the governor the appointive power 
and subjected the office to popular elections. 
The term of the office is six years. The 
function of the supreme court is to correct 
errors of law and in equity in all of the 
lower courts over which the court of appeals 
has not exclusive appellate jurisdiction. 

The court of appeals was created by an 
amendment to the constitution in 1906. It 
consisted of three judges. At the election 
this year another constitutional amendment 
was adopted which increased the number of 
judges to six. This court was established to 
relieve the pressure of work on the supreme 
court, and is of equal authority with it, 
except that the supreme court has exclusive 
jurisdiction over cases involving interpre- 
tation df the constitution. Appeals from city 
courts lie direct to the court of appeals. 


THE “RECONSTRUCTION PERIOD” 
IN THE sOUTH AFTER THE WAR 

Ever since the civil war the “reconstruc- 
tion period in the south” has been more or 
less discussed. The tfeconstruction act was 
passed by congress in March, 1867. It de- 
clared that no government existed in the 
ten southern states, and to supply it the 
south was divided into five military dis- 
tricts, with a brigadier general and troops in 
control of each. The condition of readmis- 
sion was the acceptance of the fourteenth 
amendment and the creation of new state 
constitutions. By an order of congress ne- 
groes were allowed to vote for and become 
members of the constitutional conventions. 
At the same time nearly all the leading 
southern men were disqualified because they 
could not subscribe to the oath that they 
had not held any office under state or na- 
tional government and thereafter took part 
in the war. Thus it was that the negroes 
were enfranchised. 

In 1908 Georgia practically disfranchised 
many negroes by adopting what is known as 
the “educational qualification” for electors. 


“BELL HOUSBP” 
WAS AN ANTE-BELLUM STORE 

Atlanta for many years has had what 
was known as “The Bell House,” which was 
a noted and popular boarding house on 
Peachtree street, but that was not Atlanta’s 
first “Bell House.” 

One of the pioneer merchants in Atlanta 
before the war was a Mr. Bell, who had a 
store on Decatur street, and who believed in 
attracting customers to his place of business 
by novel schemes. He had a large bell made 
and hung in front of hig store. Over it was 
painted the words, “The Bell House.”

History and Purpose of 
Smithsonian Institution 
Established in Washington 


The Smithsonian institution at Washing- 
ton, D. C., is an unique establishment for the 
furtherance of knowledge; its object is to 
carry on and aid general scientific investiga- 
tions, whether they be geological, biological, 
or anthropological—the study of the earth, 
its life, or man himself—and to disseminate 
the same throughout the world by means of 
its various series of publications. : 

The institution was founded at Washing- 
ton city in 1846 under the terms of the will of 
James Smithson, an Englishman, who be- 
queathed his fortune “to the United States 
of America, to found at Washington, under 
the name of the Smithsonian institution, an 
establishment for the increase and diffusion 
of knowledge among men.” 

Smithson, himself a scientist of note, a 
graduate of Oxford university, and a Fellow 
of the Royal society, maintained that “Every 
man is a valuable member of society who 
by his observations, researches and experi- 
ments procures knowledge for men,” and it 
was not unnatural that he should leave be- 
hind him funds for the purpose of carrying 
@ut his ideals. He died in Genoa, Italy, in 
1829, three years after making his will, 

Organized in 1846. 

Following many delays and much deliber- 
ation, congress accepted the bequest and 
enacted a law organizing the institution in 
1846. It is national in its scope and govern- 
mental in its affiliations, its statutory mem- 
bers being the president, the vice president 
and the chief justice of the United States, to- 
gether with the president’s cabinet. Its gov- 
erning body, known as the board of regents, 
includes the vice president and the chief jus- 
tice, as ex-officio members, three members 
of the senate, three members of the house 
of representatives, and six citizens of the 
United States appointed by joint resolution 
of congress. The secretary of the institu- 
tion, elected by the board of regenta is the 
executive officer and director of its opera- 
tions. 

The institution proper is maintained by 
the income of a permanent fund comprising 
the original Smithson bequest and legacy of 
$541,000, the accumulated interest on which, 
with other gifts and bequests, has brought 
the total fund to a little more than $1,000,000, 
The regents are empowered to accept gifts in 
furtherance of the purposes of the institu- 
tion, without special congressional action, 
and to administer trusts in accord therewith, 
In this connection many important research- 
es and explorations have been aided by spe- 
cial trusts provided by patrons of the insti- 
tution. 

Several bureaus or branches, developed 
through its early activities, are administered 
by the institution with the aid of congres- 
sional appropriations amounting to about 
$600,000 annually. These comprise the U. 8. 
National Museum, including the Nationa) 
Gallery of Art, the International Dxchange 
Service, the Bureau of American Ethnology, 
the National Zoological Park, the Astrophy- 
sical Observatory and the United States Re- 
gional Bureau of the International Catalogue 
of Scientific Literature, 


Has Functions of a University. 


While the Smithsonian is not an educa- 
tional institution in the nature of a univer- 
sity with a corps of professors and a student 
body, its educational functions are of the 
highest rank, for its scientific staff and its 
many collaborators are constantly engaged 
in investigations in which students of all 
branches of science participate, and the Mu- 
seum collections, the animals in the Zoologi« 
cal Park, as well as the li8rary and the va- 
rious publications, are constant sources of 
information to specialists and students. 

For the increase of knowledge the insti- 
tution aids investigators by limited grants 
for research and exploration. It advises the 
government in many matters of scientific im- 
portance, and co-operates with all the gov- 
ernmental departments and numerous sclen- 
tific and historical organizations. Through 
assistance rendered by special bequests and 
funds it has advanced science in connection 
with atmospheric air and aviation. In gen- 
eral, its activities embrace all branches of 
natural science, fine arts and industrial arts; 
its scope being world wide. Since its estab- 
lishment it has participated‘in astronomical, 
meteorological, geographical, anthropologi- 
cal, biological and geological expeditions in 
nearly every portion of the world, resulting 
in vast increase in knowledge and in the 
acquisition of a great amount of valuable 
material for the National Museum. 


Issues Many Publications. 


For the diffusion of knowledge there are 
issued several series of publications consti- 
tuting original contributions to knowledge, 
accounts of explorations and investigations, 
and papers recording annual progress in the 
field of science, all of which are distributed 
gratuitously to important libraries. 

The institution co-operates with the Li- 
brary of Congress in maintaining a library 
which numbers about half a million titles, 
including mainly transactions of learned so- 
cleties, scientific periodicala and publications 
of academies and universities throughout the 
world. 

Three buildings located in the Mall be- 
tween the capitol and the Washington monu- 
ment, in what is known as the Smithsonian 
park, house the offices, laboratories and ex- 
hibition rooms of the institution and its 
branches. They comprise the Smithsonian, 
completed in 1855, with its administrative of- 
fice, the bureau of American ethnology, the 
bureau library, the national herbarium, and 
the exhibits of the section of graphic arts; 
the National Museum building, built in 1881, 
containing the museum offices and the ex- 
hibits and collections pertaining to American 
history and technology, and the new natural 
history building of the National Museum, 
completed in 1911, where are to be seen the 
exhibits of natural histbry and the National 
Gallery of Art. v4 

The Washington t£boratory and the office 
of the astrophysical observatory are located 
in the rear of the Smithsonian building. 

The Zoological park, with about 1,400 
mammals, birds and reptiles, is located In the 
Rock Creek park, in the northwest section of 


the city.

CITY WATER RENTS BANK CLEARINGS BREAK 


SHOW BIG INCREASE

Shows $19,993.85 Increase 
Over 1915—Atlanta Ranks 
Lowest in Cost of Pumping 
Water. 


Water rents during the year 1916, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by W. Zode 
Smith, general manager of the water 
department, show an increase over 1916 
of $20,047.47 to December 320. The to- 
al water rents for the year of 1916 
were $494,902.06, as against a total of 
$474,854.59 for 1915. 

The total cost of operating the de- 
partment for 1916 was $214,693.34. The 
net cash receipts above operating ex- 
pense totaled $300,515.89, which sum 
was turned into the treasury to help 
out in other departments. The cost of 
operating given above is less a total 
of $83,468.01 placed in investments in 
the department. The net apportion- 
ment for the department by the city 
during the past year totaled $816,- 
403.39 and includes the bond issue bal- 
ance of $23,789.80. : 

A comparison of rates charged for 
water in twenty-three southern cities, 
as compiled by Chester R. McFarland, 
manager of the Tampa watertvorks, a 
private corporation, placed Atlanta at 
the head of the list, with a cost of 
only 90 cents per 9,000 gallons. The 
next lowest rate is that of Savannah, 
with a chawge of 97 cents. The table 
is based on the consumption of 1,200 
cubic feet, or 9,000 gallons. All Dills 
listed are given less the usual discount 
for prompt payment.

Decrease in Meter Sales. 

A comparative statement of various 
expenses of the department for the 
two years shows some interesting data. 
Money realized from meter sales dur- 
ing 1916 show a decrease of $4,102.93 
from 1815. The total on this item is 
$15,104.61 for 1916 and $19,207.44 for 
1915. 

The receipts of the department for 
miscellaneous tapping during 1916 
show a decrease of $1,193.99. Totals 
for the two years are $2,109.66 for 1916 
and $3,303.65 for 1915. Money received 
for meter repairs gives an increase 
of $56.71 in 1916 over 1915. Totals for 
this item by years show $289.57 for 
1916 as against $232.86 for 1915. 

Under the head of sundry repairs, 
the department shows a decrease of 
For 1916 the total money re- 
ceived is given as $2,488.08 and for 
1916 this item realized $3,482.74. Fire 
service rendered by the department for 
1916 gives a decrease of $162.50 from 
the figures of 1915. The total for 1916 
is $287.50 as against $450 for 1915. 
Meter deposits for 1916 show an in- 


crease of $25 over 1915. For 1916 
this item brought into the ci $675 
and for 1915 the city received $650. 

The department realized a grand to- 
tal of $13,484.53 increase during 1916 
over 1915. The total receipts for the 
two years is $515,884.23 for 1916 and 
$502,399.70 for 1915. The water depart- 
ment nets the city about $300,000 each 
year above operating expenses, 

1,083 Taps Added in 1916. 

During 1915 the city added 1,083 taps 
to the city mains above the record of 
1914 and in 1916 an additional total of 
837 taps were placed. The figures on 
the rates charged become more inter- 
esting when it is taken into considera- 
tion the fact that the waster has to be 
lifted from the river a height of 531 
feet to reach the mains in the city. 
This distance is greater than that of 
the Washington monument, and repre- 
sents two lifts, one from the river to 
the first station, a distance of 260 feet, 
and the other to the mains, a distance 
of 271 feet. 

In spite of this large lift necessary 
through the nature of the system, At- 
lanta is able to give the people water 
at a much less rate than any of the 
twenty-three cities listed in the above 


table. ; 
More Water Used in 1916. 

For the year 1916 the city used 310,- 
000,000 more gallons of water than dur- 
ing 1915. This increase is not account- 
ed for by Mr. Smith, but simply given 
as facts shown by his records.

ATLANTA'S DEATH RATE 


LOWER THAN IN 1915 


2,553 Births Reported During 
the First Ten Months 
of This Year. 


Although the death rate among the 
colored people of Atlanta during 1916 
Showed an increase over last year, that 
among the white residents was so much 
less that a marked decrease in the 
death rate as it applies to the total 
population is shown by the records of 
the city health department. 

A comparative table of deaths tn the 
city of Atlanta, as tabulated by the de- 
partment, shows that during the year 
just closing 2,803 persons died. This is 


a slight increase over 1915, when only 
2,773 deaths occurred. Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer, and L. Thorn- 
ton, clerk to the board of health, pre- 
pared the table. 

_ The death rate is based on a popula- 
tion estimated at 66 2-8 per cent white 
and 331-3 per cent colored. 

The white death rate for 1916 was 
10.2, while the colored rate was 22.5. 
The total rate is 14.37. Figures for 191 
show the white death rate at 11.13 and 
va (plea rate as 19.89, or a total of 

The total number of births during 
the first ten months of 1916 was 2,553, 
as against 2,508 for the same period of 
1915. The total number of births for 
1915 was 3,008. That for i916 has not 
been completed. 

In 1915 the deaths among white peo- 
ple from typhoid were 16, and colored 
people 5. During 1916 this disease 
caused the death of 18 white people 
and 17 colored. Diphtheria claimed 27 
white people and 5 colored people in 
1916, while in‘’1916 this disease carried 
off 12 white and 2 colored. Tuberculo- 
sis claimed 151 white and 250 colored 
people in 1916, as against 153 white 
and 240 colored in 19165. 

The two visiting nurses employed by 
the department for the purposes of in- 
structing the poor of the aity in the 
rearing of their children and giving 
them aid of various kinds visited a to- 
tal of 3,984 families in the year. Of 
this number 2,404 were white and 580 
colored,

160 SUNSHINY DAYS 
ENJOYED THIS YEAR 


Large Number of Clear 
Days in Winter and Spring 
and Cloudy Weather of 
Summer Months Feature 
1916. : 


The chief weather characteristics of 
the year 1916 were the large number 
of clear days during winter and spring 
and the cloudy weather in June and 


July. This is the reverse of the ordi- 
nary conditions, states the local weath- 
er bureau in its annual summary of the 
weather. The other striking features of 
the year were the great precipitation 
in July and the general deficiency for 
the rest of the year. 

The maximum rainfall for the year 
occurred in July, when 10.85 inches fell. 
This was 6.16 above the normal for 
the month. The minimum rainfall was 
in April, when only 1.51 inches fell. 
This is 2.09 below the normal for the 
month. The largest rainfall in twenty- 
four hours occurred on July 7 and 8, 
when 3.85 inches were registered. 

Very Little Snow. 

One feature of the report was a slight 
snowfall, just a trace, reported as “a 
of an inch in January. July was the 
only month in the past year that had 
an excess of rain, for all the others 
were comparatively dry. 

The highest temperature recorded 
was on May 27, when the mercury 
climbed to 95 degrees. The lowest was 
on January 18, when it dropped to 14 
degrees. The next lowest was that of 
December 19, when 18 degrees were re- 
corded. The lowest monthly mean tem- 


perature was during February, when 
44.1 degrees were shown. The highest 
mean temperature came in August with 
a record of 78.0 degrees. 

The winter of 1915 was mild in its 
beginning, and that of 1916 has start- 
ed the same way, states the report, 
Weather conditions during the past 
year have been about normal in every 
respect, with no remarkable showing 
of any kind. 

A comparison of 1915 with 1916 in 
the major points shows very little dif- 
ference. The annual mean temperature 
for 1915 was 61.4, and that of 1916 was 
also 61.4. The total rainfall for 1916 
was 41.47 inches, and for 1915 the rain- 
fall was 48.64 inches. 

Lowest Mean Temperature. 


The lowest monthly mean tempera- 
ture during 1915 was 41.9 in January, 
while the lowest monthly mean in 1916 
was 44.1 in February. The highest 
monthly mean temperature in 1915 was 
78.6 in July, and for the year just 
passed it was 78 in August. 

The lowest temperature during 1915 
was 22 degrees on January 21, while 
the lowest in 1916 was 14 degrees, on 
January 18. The highest tempcrature 
during 1915 was 97 degrees on July 31, 
while in 1916 the highest was 95 on 
May 27. 

The rainiest months during 1915 wes 
December, when 9.07 inches fell; Jan- 
uary with 6.19 inches, May with 6.11 
inches and October with 6.45 inches, 
while during 1916 there was only one 
month during which any great amount 
of rain fell, and that was in July, with 
a maximum of 10.85 inches. 

During 1915 the city enjoyed 148 days 
of sunshine, while during 1916 there 
were 160 days, showing that from this 
year was much 
pleasanter*#than the year before. Fall 
temperatures were much more pléas- 
ant during 1916 than during 1915, for 
the first killing frost occurred on No- 
vember 16, 1916, while the average date 
for the appearance of these frosts is 
November 1. There was a small snow- 
fall in 1915, for the bureau regords .2 
inohes in March.

BY WARDEN'S OFFICE 


Thomas Evans Makes Report, 
Showing Work of His De- 
partment During Year. 


The report of the city warden, 
Thomas Evans, shows that during the 
past year hfs office has helped 7,832 
person, men, women and children, black 
and white, at a total cost of $22,742.87. 
Of this amount the office spent $18,- 
219.20 for benevolences, furnishing 
coal, provisions and fuel for the needy. 
The persons helped were members of 
3,426 separate families divided into 
2,184 white families and 1,238 colored 


families. 

The actual expense of operating the 
department was $3,300 for salaries and 
$429.84 for office expense. There was 
for transportation purposes 
$4,284.61, sending 1,026 people out of 
the city. In these ¢ases, states the re- 
port, it was thought better, both for 
the city and the persons, that they be 
sent where relativés could provide for 
them. a 

During the year the city buried 99 
white paupers at a cost of $1,184 and 
160 color paupers at’a cost of $852.25. 
Eighty destitute children were sent to 
the ome for the Friendless. Many 
others were sent to Grady hospital, 
Battle Hill sanatarium, Atlanta Chil- 
dren’s Home and the Rescue Mission. 

Forty-one destitute person were sent 
to the county almshouse, at a cost of 
During the year the department 
bought $1,200 worth of groceries and 
coal for the Carrie Steele Orphans’ 
home, colored, at the instance of coun- 
cil.

STATE WILL COLLECT 


BIG INHERITANCE TAX 


~ | Judge Hart Expects to Collect 


Tax:on Jim Smith Estate 
in Near Future. 


Judge John C. Hart, state tax’ com- 
missioner; hopes in the near future to 
be able ¢o collect for the state the in- 
heritance tax due from the estate of 
the late “Jim” Smith, of Oglethorpe 
county. The inheritance tax law re- 
quires that the tax due from an estate 


~ 


be paid to the state within a year after | 


the death of the owner. It has now 
been over a year and the tax has not 
been paid because of the fact that, 
through complicated litigation, it has 
been impossible to appoint an admin- 
istrator for the estate. Administrators 
for the estate, however, haye recently 
been appointed by the ordinary’s court 
of Oglethorpe county, and upon this 
Judge Hart bases his expectations of an 
early settlement for the state. 

Estimating the value of the estate 
at approximately $2,000,000, Judge Hart 
expects the state to receive about 
$100,000. 

Judge Hart issued the following 


statement in regard to the case Gat- 
urday: 

“IT am hoping that the state at an 
early date will get the inheritance 
taxes due by the estate of Colonel 
James M. Smith. I recently filed an 


| ap lication before the ordinary of 


Oglethorpe county, that being the coun- 
ty of Colonel Smith’s residence ag the 
time of his death, calling attention to 
the fact that twelve months had ex- 
pired si@ce Mr. Smith’s death, and that 
the taxes were still unpaid. The act 
contemplates that the taxes shail be 
paid within twelve months after the 
death of the decedant. 

“The ordinary has been delayed in 
the appointment of administraxors be- 
cause enjoined by the federal court. 
The state, by intervention, appeared be- 
fore Judge Speer, and challenged the 
jurisdiction of the federal court, tak- 
ing the position that the couse of or- 
dinary of Oglethorpe county one had 
‘jurisdiction touching the administra- 
tion of the estate, and that it was nec- 
essary that the ordinary should ap- 
point administrators in order to meet 
the requirements of the statute to col- 
lect the tax. Judge Speer held that he 
had jurisdiction of the matter, and re- 
tained the bill, and appointed receiv- 
ers to take charge of the estate. This 
ruling of Judge Speer’s was appealed 


| tom, and on the lith day of December 


the court ‘ef appeals overruled and re- 
versed Judge Speer, holding that in 
matters of probate the state court alone 
had jurisdiction. The estate now ig 
to be administered through the state 
courts, and on the llth of December at 
an adjourned term of court che ordi- 
nary appointed administrators, and we 
are now in the process of having the 
estate finally valued and the taxes col- 
lected. Assuming the estate ig of the 
value of approximately $2,000,000, the 
state should collect in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000. This I trust will be 
done in the near future.”

/s/Sperous one in the history of this coun- 
It has been largely due to the 
effects of orders for supplies to the 
belligerent countries of Europe that 
business has been at such a stage that 
thousands of corporations in all lines 
have made far larger profits than ever 
before during 1916. There have been 
other causes, however, although with- 
out the war business, it is doubtful if 
mercantile, industrial or railroading, 
also banking and other lines of busi- 
ness would have yet recovered from 
the extreme depression which had 
started a year prior to the war and 
which was in full sway during the 
autumn of 1914. 

The great prosperity of the country 
has been reflected in the security mar- 
kets to a large degree. During the 
past year the prices of many securi- 
ties went. to higher levels than during 
the booms of 1915, although at the 
present time most prices are far below 
the higher records. The year opened 
with securities in a reactionary wave 
which had resulted from various ac- 
tivities of German submarines, which 
then looked as. though they would be 
the cause of a diplomatic break or War 
between the two countries. 

Recovery in Spring. 

The markets dragged along for sev- 
eral weeks with the general trend 
downward and with fresh breaks re- 


sulting from further submarine sink-, 


ings, but in the spring months there 
Was a recovery as a result of the re- 
newal of promises on the part of Ger- 
many that the demands of President 
Wilson regarding the conduct of the 
undersea warfare would be complied 
with. In the ensuing markct advance 
the war stocks were the leaders, as 


of 1916 the surplus reserves 
central reserve cities were mostly at 
record-breaking figures or near it, but 
needs for funds increased during the 
year and there was such a drain that 
reserves were reduced to a figure much 
below the arbitrary low limite set by 
banks, although they did not get to 
near the limits set by the reserve 
board as legal requirements. This re- 
sulted in tight money for a short 
time, although this has been followed 
at the year end by renewed easing of 
money and it is expected that money 
will continue easy, save for a few 
days at the beginning of next week 


when annual disbursements are being 
made. 

Gold imports into the United States 
from all sources during 1916 were 
above $620,000,000, the greatest move- 
ment of gold into any country in his- 
tory. Taking this with the large re- 
serves of gold already here, also add- 
ing the new metal produced in tits 
country during the year, and the to- 
tal is greater than that of any other 
nation on earth. This gold, however, 
is a source of worry to economists. 
They see that the efforts of the rest 
of the world after the war is over will 
be pointed towards regaining as much 
of the gold sent here during the war 
as they can, and this may result in 
a sharp marking down of prices for 
commodities and manufactured goods 
abroad for the purpose of getting them 
into this country in exchange for gold. 
This view is not held by all authorities, 
but there are many well-informed peo- 
Ple who believe that the only thing 
which will save American industry 
from disaster after the war is over 
will be a high tariff. There are oth- 
ers. however, who believe that there. 
will be no need for this tariff for 
some years to come, as they think that 
Europe will have all that it can do to 
reconstruct its own business for some 
time, and they also think that when 
this period is passed, there will then 
have been various other adjustments 
so that a higher tariff will not be 
needed.

Effect of Peace. 

But when peace comes, three months, 
‘six months, or # year hence, what will 
the effect be upon our stock market? 
George E. Roberts, formerly head of 
the United States mint, and now an 
official of the National City bank, a 
man whose-views are widely sought on 
all financial problems, gave a direct 
answer this week to the foregoing in- 
quiry. This is what he had to say in

discussing the subject: 

‘Tt is evident that the speculativ 
public wants to be out of stocks when 
peace comes. There is always dread 
of any change, and a desire to stand 
aside for a time and see what hap- 
pens. The repeated peace scares have 
an excellent effect in keeping specu- 
lation in check and preparing the mar- 
ket for the event.” 

Speaking of the larger future, Mr. 
Roberts continues: 

‘T look to see a check upon busi- 
ness during a readjustment of prices 
to a peace basis. In spite of high 
costs, the country is doing a large 
amount of building, and there is much 
expansion among the industries. It 


ee ae an 


would seem that with so much steel 
going abroad, and with prices so high, 
there must be a lot of work banked 
up, awaiting peace. 

“But the visible expansion ratses 
some doubt about this. We always do 
the greatest amount of construction 
work when prices are high. The most 
serious problem will be that of get- 
ting costs down to competitive bases, 
with the rest of the world.” 

Thus it is evident that in the mind 
of Mr. Roberts the greatest problem 
ahead of this country is in getting the 
prices of its commodities off a high 
war basis and’\down to a peace level. 
E. H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel corporation, its looking 
ahead from the same viewpoint. This 
is what he said this week in discuss- 
ing the part to be played by our coun- 
try when peace i's finally declared: 

Sees Serious Results. 

‘In my opinion, the ending of the 
war will have an immediate effect 
upon American finance and industry. 
Probably it will be slight at first, 
but I fear its prominence will rapidly 
increase. As to industry, I think there 
will be reaction, perhaps not serious 
at first, but noticeable and tnjurious 
within a year. The larger effect should 
be very ‘serious. In my opinion, the 
awful destruction which is going on 
will adversely affect business condi- 
tions throughout the world. 

“This country will be able to emerge 
from the difficulties more rapidly than 
any other nation, and the time neces- 
nent A will depend upon circumstances, 
including particularly the attitude of 
the government of the United States. 
The effect upon finance will depend 
largely upon the attitude of financiers,

Army Officers Impatient. 
Several army officers of high rank 
are no longer attempting to conceal 
their impatience over the joint com- 


aeer * 
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mission’s failure to secure ratitication 
of ap agreement, and openly are urging 
that the altered conditions in Mexico 
make it imperative to bring the 12,000 
men now in Mexico to positions on the 
border where they couid be handled to; 
better advantage if it becomes neces- 
sary. 

Reports to the state and war depart- 
ments today supported unofficial ad- 
vices indicating that Villa is rapidly 
Zaining strength in northern Mexico, 
that makes his suppression by the Car- 
ranza army appear doubtful. At the 
same time followers of Felix Diaz are 
Said to be making trouble in the south, 
while Manuel Palaez and otner rebei 
leaders are gaining ground in the cen- 
tral portions of the republic. 

The official advices indicated that 
the Carranza forces in Saltillo two days 
ago were anticipating an attuck by 
Villa forces. Fhe governor of the state 
had directed that the government ar- 
chives be prepared for removal, and 
many prominent civilians and officials 
had sent their families to the border. 
Successes of the Villa forces about Tor- 
reon were confirmed by the advices. 

Villa's Operations. 

Villa’s operations in the past week 
have convinced army men here that 
he and other leaders of the reactionary 
movement are following a plan of cam- 
paign having for its immediate object 
the recruiting of an army and the col- 
lection of equipment rather than the 
occupation of territory. It is pointed 
out that Villa has entered towns of 
importance in northern Mexico eight 
times since he resumed operations on 
a larger scale, only to surrender them 
again without a struggle. The net re- 
sult has been to add to his fighting 
strength materially through the con- 
version of Carranza soldiers, captured 
and deserting, into rebel troops, and 
through captures of arms and ammuni- 
tion, including about: thirty pieces of 
artillery.

El Paso, Texas, Decemoper 30.—Fed- 
eral agents here today sent a report 
to, Washington ‘saying that Villa was 
at Jimenez and was advancing on 
Chihuahua City with appruximately 
10,000 troops. It was also said by the 
federal agents that General Francisco 
Murguia was reported to be making 
preparations to evacuate the state capi- 
tal. 

Villa captured a train of ammuni- 
tion and sixteen cannon when he took 
Torreon, persons here said to be in 

communication with Villa, announced 
today. 

General Talamantes, de facto/com- 
mander at Torreon, committed suicide 
when he saw the fight was lost, it 
was added. Villa evacuated the town 
after he had obtained the train of am- 
munition, the cannon and a supply of 
shoes, clothing and blankets for his 
men, the Villa partisans said. 

A report that the de facto forces 
at Monterey had evacuated that city 
was denied today in a telegram from 
an American in Monterey sent yester- 
dav saying everything was quiet 
there. 

The telegram also stated that the 
Americans in San Luis Potosi who had 
gone there from Torreon were ma- 
rooned, as the railway line had been 
cut.

Mr. Jones, of course, admits that it 
would be illegal under the new prohi- 
bition law to sell the liquor within the 
confines of Georgia. 

The attorney genera] takes the posi- 
tion that any liquor, except that owne 
by private individuals under the pro- 
vision of the law, is contraband and 
that Ithe law contemplates that no in- 
dividual or concern in Georgia shall be

For 
this reason he has declined to take part 
in any action that Mr. Jones or the Ben 
Hill authorities may take.

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FRENCH CRUISER SUNK 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINE 


The Gaulois Torpedoed in the 
Mediterranean—Only Four 
Lives Were Lost. 


Paris, December 81.—The French ar- 
mored cruiser Gaulois was torpedoed in 
the Mediterranean sea on December 27 
and sank in half an hour, according to 
official announcement. Owing to the 
coolness of the crew and the arrival 
of patrol boats there were only four 
victims, two of whom were killed by 
the explosion. 


The naval registers list the Gaulois 
as a battleship of 11,260 tons displace- 
ment and a complement of 631 men. 
She carried 42 guns. The battleship 
Gaulois served in the Dardanelles op- 


erations, but was sent back to Toulon 
in March, 1916, for repairs. It is possi- 
ble that an armored cruiser has re- 
placed it.

“DRYS” REJOICE 
OVER HARDWICK 


Glad Georgia Senator Will 
_ Support Proposed Legisla- 
tion Against Interstate 
Commerce in Liquors. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 30.—The news 
that Senator Thomas W. Hardwick has 
been converted to the support of leg- 
islation ¢o forbid interstate commerce 
in liquors, was received with much 
pleasure here by the friends of prohi- 
bition. 

Senator Morris Sheppard, of Texas, 
author of the bill to make the national 
capital dry, expressed the hope that 
Senator Hardwick might also go to the 
length of supporting that measure. 

“I welcome him thig one step toward 
the ‘dry’ column,” said Senator Shep- 
pard, when shown the interview of 
Thomas B. Felder, of Atlanta. “You 
know. the old saying, ‘As long as the 
light holds out to burn. My belief is 
that the referendum vote of the District 
on my prohibition bill, advanced by the 
opposition as a means of defeating that 
measure, will fail even with the vice 
president in the chair. I am confident 
of a majority of one vote against it, 
and there may be three or four.” 

Senator Hardwick is in Georgia now 
for the holidays and a fuller expression 
of his prohibition views than that con- 
tained in the Felder interview could 
not be had. Before leaving the city he 
stood with Senator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, against prohibition for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He advocated refer- 
ring the matter to a vote of the people 
of the district. Senator Hoke Smith 
opposed the referendum and favored 
| the Sheppard dry bill. 

Hardwick’s Views. 

In a speech in the senate last June, 
Senator Hardwick outlined his views 
on prohibition at length and indicated 
his belief that the most sensible and 
constitutional course would be to bar 
liquors entirely from interstate com- 
merce, treating liquors and advertise- 
ments relating to them just as congress 
treated lottery tickets. He opposed 
closing the mails to liquor advertise- 
ments so long. as liquors were recog- 
nized as a legitimate commodity in in- 
terstate commerce and were taxed by 
the government. He called attention 
to the large revenue yielded by this 
tax and said the federal government 
should not collect this tax with one 
hand and with the other put the brand 
of a criminal upon those who paid it. 

While Mr. Hardwick’s precise atti- 
tude is not yet known here, it is prob- 
able he will favor making the inter- 
state shipments of liquor illegal, and

Succumbs to Attack of Grippe 
While in Michigan on Busi- 
ness Trip. 


Macon, Ga., December 30.—News was 
received here tonight from Belding, 
Mich., of the death in that city of R. 
J. Harlan, of this city, one of the best 
known railroad men in the southeast. 

Mr. Harlan was president of the 
Wadley Southern and Louisville and 
Wadley railroads, with headquarters in 
Wadley. Mr. Harlan was 48 years old. 
He was appointed head of the two 
railroads named on October 1 of this 
year. Before that time he was super- 
intendent of the southwestern division 
of the Central of Georgia railroad for 
ten years. 

Mr. Harlan went to Michigan about 
ten days ago on business for the com- 
pany. He had been ill about a week 


with lagrippe, according to advices re- 
ceived here, 

Mr. Harlan entered the _ railroad 
service in 1883 with the Richmond and 
Allegheny, as a telegraph operator. He 
had held positions as train dispatcher 
with the Norfolk & Western, East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railway, 
Central of Gegrgia, Illinois Central, and 
was chief trdin dispatcher of the Mis- 
souri Pacific at Little Rock in 1902. 
The same year he went to the St, Louis 
and Santa Fe railway as chief train 
dispatcher with headquarters at Fort 
Scott. He accepted the position of su- 
perintendent of the southwestern divi- 
sion of the Central in 1906 and contin- 
ued in that position for ten years. 

Mr. Harlan was born in Richmond, 
Va., and had spent his life with rail- 
roads in the south. His wife met a 
tragic death in this city in 1911 when 
she was killed by a spassenger train, 
in front of which she leaped after 
breaking away from a nurse. ’ 

One daughter and two sons survive; 
one of the sons being a member o 
Company B of the Second Georgia in- 
fantry now stationed at El Paso, Texas.

All signs indicate that 1917 is going 
to be a very active year in the sports 
under the jurisdiction of the Amateur 
Athletic union. The various district as- 
sociations report an increase in the 
number of indoor meets scheduled for 
the winter and keen competition will 


result. The indoor national champion- 
ships take place in New York on March 
17, and the best athletes in the country 
will compete for these honors. The out- 
door national championships, ail-around 
championship and relay championships 
will take place lat St. Louis in Septem- 
ber, and increased interest in the sec- 
tion of the country that developed 
Robert Simpson, the athictic marvel of 
the year, is looked for. St. Louis plans 
to make these championships the equal 
of any held heretofore, and owing to 
its central location it will be possi- 
ble for athletes from any part of the 
country to make the trip in a few days. 
International Contests, 

International boxing will take place 
as the result of an invitation from the 
Scandinavian countries, and it is likely 
that the winners of the national box- 
ing championships to be held at Boston 
in March will be selected to represent 
this country. The small team of track 
athletes, consisting of Meredith, Loomis, 
Simpson, Murray and Ward, made a 
very favorable impression abruad, and 
another team will be sent to represent 
America this summer if it fs found im- 
possible for the Scandinavian athletes 
to leave their countries on account of 
military duty. These countries deserve 
Sreat credit for their initiative in in- 
viting our prominent athictes to visit 
them and our boys are lJoud in their 
praises of the splendid reception ac- 
corded them abroad. Large crowds at- 
tended the games in spite of tne frosty 
‘ weather, and the athletes abroad realize 
the advantages of seeing our stars in 
competition. 

Swimming. 

Swimming is in its infancy in this 
country and this accounts for the num- 
ber of records broken during ihe past 
year. Judging from the demand from 
all parts of the country for the privi- 
lege of holding championships for men 
and women, an even greater onslaught 
on the records will take place. These 
championshins will be distributed so 
that all sections of the country will be 
benefited. 

f District Associations. 

The territory covered by the district 
associations is too large and the num- 
ber of our districts should be increased. 
All cities having a population of about 
600,000 ought to be made centers of 
athletic activity. If this plan is car- 
ried out there would be district asso- 
ciations with headquarters in Cleveland, 
Pittsburg, Detroit, Buffalo, Milwaukee, 
Cincinnati and the twin cities, Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, in addition to the 
‘present headquarters. Athletes find 
difficulty in attending local champion- 
ships and meetings held several hun- 
dred miles from home, and bv increas- 
ing the number of district associations 
and making it possible for the best 
athletes in each district to attend the 
Various national championships our 
sports” will be fostered where at pres- 
ent they are not receiving the encour- 
agement they should receive. 

Compulsory Athletics. 

New York state has adopted compul- 
sory athletics for its schools and un- 
doubtedly the plan will be followed 
throughout the union when its benefi- 
cial effects are realized. With so 
many plans for preparedness being con- 
sidered, would it not be proper at this 
time to throw open our armories dur- 
ing the winter months to the many 
thousands of our working men who 
greatly appreciate beirg able to run or 
exercise on our large armory floors. 
This privilege can be permitted during 
the hours of 5 p. m. to 8 p. m., when 
the armories are not in use, without 
interfering with regimental drills, and 
be the means of bringing men to our 
armories instead of compelling them to 
join regiments to obtain the privilege. 
There is a great demand for this priv- 
llege, for, with so many of our people 
taking up outdoor exercise during the 
summer months, the need is felt for 
adequate places to continue this work 
during the winter. 

Stadiums. 

With the increase in athletic interest 
comes also the demand for more play- 
Brounds, tracks and stadiums. The 
colleges throughout the country are 
showing the lead in this respecg and are 
bullding or advocating the butfding of 
more appropriate seating accommoda- 
tions or stadiums. The United States 
government has become interested to 
the extent of approving of a deveiop- 
ment of Fast Potomac Park, Washing- 
ton, and the initial appropriation for 
beginning work on the field and field 
house has been made. The project pro- 
vides for all kinds of sport and includes 
a track and stadium. An additional ap- 
propriation will be requested of con- 
gress this year to rush the work to 
completion. New York city has long 
been in need of a field for national and 
international contests, and Park Com- 
missioner Whittle is developing a proj- 
ect to have at Van Cortland park a 
track and stadium the equal of any in 
the world.

Question—-Who do you regard as the fast- 
est right-handed batter in the American 
league? 

Answer—I know of no right-handed bat- 
ter who goes down the first base line any 
faster than Ray Chapman, of Cleveland. 
When he broke his leg I feared the injury 
would slow him up, but he seemed as fast as 
ever last yearn There are other right- 
handed batters who may be better base run- 
ners than Ray after they reach first, but 
I know of no one who is faster on the 
straightaway. 

Question—Do pitchers actually try to hit 
batters when they are accused of throwing 
the so-called bean ball? I have noted that 
in the past few years the practice has be- 
come quite prevalént in both major leagues, 

Auswer—A number of pitchers are using 
the so-called ‘‘bean ball,’’ but I am positive 
there is never a deliberate attempt to hit 
the batsman. The ‘“‘bean ball’ is a weapon 
of intimidation. Pitchers use it not to de- 
liberately hurt the,batter, but to instil a 
bit of fear in the heart of the batsman. A 
fellow who constantly crowds the plate is 
often driven back with it. Also batters 
weak on curve balls are often served a fast 
one, neck high, close, and on the inside, in 
order to drive the batter away from the 
plate, so that the pitcher is much more ef- 
fective when he comes back with the curve, 

Question—How many games did Cy 
Young win during his major league career? 
What pitcher ranks next to him in the 
matter of games won? Do you believe 
Young's record will ever be equaled? 

Answer—Cy Young. during his major 
league career, won 508 games, of these 291 
were won in the National aegue and 217 as 
be American leaguer. Christy Mathewson 
was the one man believed to have a chance 
to equai the record, but it is generally con- 
ceded the former Giant star is through as a 
pitcher. Mathewson has 360 victories to 
his credit. I doubt if any pitcher ever 
equals Young’s record. It practically means 
twenty years as a big leaguer, in which you 
must average twenty-five victories a season, 
a huge task. Walter Johnson is one of the 
few pitchers who has a chance, for John- 
son has a free easy delivery, which 
no strain on the arm, and 
to last as long as Young, 
against it.

falty on a team that was simply abiding by

Until a few years ago the 
American league treated the happening as 
an accident pure and simple, and the ball 
instantly became dead and no bases could 
be run. I always liked that version best 
and feel that some day that will be the 
view of it in the playing code. 


Questfon—How many shut-out games did 
Walter Johnson pitch, when he made his 
record for scoreless innings and how many 
innings did he work without allowing his 
opponents to cross the plate? 

Answer—Johnson pitched four complete 
shut-out games while establishing his rec- 
ord of pitching fifty-six consecutive innings 
without being scored upon.

New 
York scored on him in the first inning, but 
failed to talley in the next eight sessions, 
New York was again his victims in a nine- 
inning shut-out.

BATTERIES SHOULD 
BE FULLY CHARGED, 
SAYS LOCAL EXPERT 


The only way to get the most out of 
a storage battery in service and in 
length of life is to keep it fully 
charged, according to Al C. Hyszer, dis- 
trict manager of the local Willard 
service station. 


“By far the greater number of re- 
pairs that we do on batteries,” says 
Mr. Hyser, “are necessary pecause the 
owners do not seem to have realized 
the necessity of keeping their batteries 
fully charged. It stands to reason that 
a half-charged battery cannot do work 
that requires the power of a fully 
charged battery and do it without do- 
ing some injury. 

“A battery that is constantly 
loses part of its capacity for 
renewal. The plates become hardened 
and no treatment will bring them back 
again to their first satiatactots con- 
dition. 

“The remedy is right in the car 
owner’s hands. He must have definite 
means of knowing wacther his battery 
is being kept fully charged or not. This 
means that as regulariy as he fills the 
battery with distilled water he mus: 
test it with a hydrometer syringe. If 
he does this every two weeks at the 
outside he knows enough about the 
condition of his battery to be able to 
have any trouble corrected in good sea- 
son.”

“Every carcass, after it comes out of 
the vulcanizer, is inspected for imper- 
fections in the fabric, due to buckling 
or pinching in the mould, and, if im- 
perfect in any way, is made a second 
at this -point. ' 

“Every carcass is inspected before 
wrapping in the paper wrapping and 
going into stock for delivery to the 
customer, and this inspector is the final 
inspector who has the report of all 
previous inspections on each tire. 

‘Therefore, there you have the rea- 
son for the uniform road service of 
Hood tires, which is consistent inspec- 
tion at every point and extreme care 
in every item of manufacturing.”

NAVAL EXPERTS DIFFER 
ON EDISON BATTERY 


Washington, December 30.—A mafjorti- 
ty and minority report of the naval 
board appointed to investigate the 
question of storage batteries for sub- 
marine boats after the disaster to the 
H-2 at New York, forwarded to con- 
gress by Seoretary Daniels, show a wide 


divergence of opinion regarding the ef- 
ficiency of the Edison battery, with 
which the E-23 was equipped. 

Lieutenants ©. M. Nimitz, E. D. Mo- 
Whorter and Cecil Y. Johnson joined in 
a majority recommendation “that no 
Edison battery be installed in any of 
our submarines until further tests have 
shown that their disadvantages have 
been overcome.” Captain George BF. 
Burd, senior member of the board and 
industrial manager of the New York 
yard, filed a dissenting report saying 
T’ belleve that of the three types of 
battery tested by the board, the Edison 
battery is the best adapted for use in 
submarines.” 

A full explanation of the reasons be- 
hind each report is included in the cor- 
respondence sent to congress. In every 
respect noted except in generation of 
chlorine gas, the majority report finds 
the advantage to be with lead-type 
cells as opposed to the Edigon type. 
Both produce hydrogen gas, but while 
the majority of the board found that 
the Edison battery produced hydrogen 
in “excessive’ quantities, Captain Burd 
believes this difficulty can be met by 
intelligent handling, and that the dan- 
der of chlorine gas from the other bat- 
tery is more to be feared.

FAST FLIGHT IS MADE 
BY 8 ARMY AVIATORS 


They Go From Hempstead, 
L. I., to Philadelphia in Less 
Than Two Hours. 


Philadelphia, Pa, December 80.— 
Eight of the twelve army aviators who 
started from Hempstead, I. I., for this 
city today in a qualification test for 
government pilot licenses, arrived at 
the Philadelphia navy yard, completing 
the flight of 165 miles in less than two 
hours. Two of the aviators who failed 
to reach this city were compelled 
to descend because of motor trouble 
near Monmouth Junction, N. J., and one 
at Deans, near that place.

Lieutenant Tobort Carolin, with 
Iieutenant Wheaton as a passenger, 


crashed into a fence at Deans, N. J., 
after motor trouble forced them to de- 
scend at 11:55 a. m. Both planes of 
the machine were smashed, but the 
men ee injury. The machine will 
be hauled to empst on a motor 
truck tomorrow 

Sergeant B. Ww. Noyes, with a pas- 
senger named Meredith, descended on 
the outskirts of Monmouth Junction 
without eet ae ey They will make 
the trip back to empstead tomorrow 
when those who reached this city will 
return to the starting point. Captain 
Raynal C. Bolling descended at Mon- 
mouth. Lieutenant Kilner and John B. 
Stetson, Jr., of Philadelphia, a pas- 
senger, abandoned the flight shortly 
after the start. 

With the exception of the machine 
pleted by HF. Brickley, which was 

amaged in a 80-foot plunge just be- 
fore the landing hore, all of the planes, 
after circling over the battleships at 
the navy yard, made suocessful land- 
ings. Brickley and his passenger were 
severely jolted, but otherwise = unin- 
jured, when their machine clipped ‘the 
top of a flagpole and falling, buried its 
nose in the ground at an angle of 45 
degrees. The machine was slightly 
damaged. 

Most of the aviators had to he 
sisted from their machines to the ma- 
rine barracks at the navy yard, the 
intense cold having numbed their arms 
and legs, although they wore epecia!

PROPOSED IN W. VIRGINIA

Charleston, December 380.—An effort 
will be made at the coming session of 
the legislature to eliminate the crime 
of boot-legging by permitting the sale 
of limited quantities of intoxicants 
to such qualified voters as desire to go 
on record as purchasers. 

The movement, which Is fathered by 
Senator C. C. Coalter, of Hinton, will 
take the form of an amendment to the 
prohibitory law. It will make county 
clerks ex-officio deputy commissioners 
of prohibition, with power to Issue 
permits allowing the holder to have 
shipped to his home address not more 
than two quarts of whisky, four 
quarts of wine, or two dozen pints of 
beer not oftener than once a month. 

Senator Coalter and his supporters 
believe that if the sale of intoxicants 
can be regulated in this way the wide- 
spread illegal retailing will cease.

How to Produce Exhibition Males. 

Use males with narrow needle-like bar- 
ring. Each bar should be straight across 
,Or as near so as possible. This applies to 
‘all sections to the skin. Color should be 
quite dark and the nearer one shade al) 
over the better. Females for this mating 
should be quite dark. Barring very narrow 
and very ringy in appearance 

How to Produce Exhibition Females. 

The very wide barred male used a few 
years ago showing whitish under color has 
gone forever and in his place we now use 
beautiful bright colored males showing fair 
under barring. Nicely barred ringy hackle 
and saddle feathers 

Females for this mating should have a 

bluish cast when viewed from a distance, 
tvenly barred in every section right down 
|to the skin. Both male and female should 
have long wide hackle, low, well spread 
tails, comb should be erect, fine points, all 
evenly serrated. Never breed from a fowl 
with a side sprig on comb or down between 
toes. Such birds will introduce such a de- 
|fect into the flock and is a positive dis- 
. qualification in the show room. 
As I read of matings outlined above and 
think of the beauty of a magnificent flock 
of Barred Rocks I wonder what pleasure 
|the scrub hen can be to the city man or 
i farmer, for she will not lay as early, weigh 
/ one-half as much, nor lay half as many 
eggs per year as a bred-to-lay Barred Rock. 
These facts have been established by gov- 
erhment experiment stations. Almost any- 
one can sell enough eggs in the spring for 
hatching to pay for a nice lot of well bred 
‘thoroughbred fowls. Common fowl eggs 
can be sold only for table use.

Results of Poultry Shows. 


The poultry shows are the best edu- 
cators the poultry industry has. They 
are the direct cause of the production 
of the many beautiful fowls of various 
colors and types. In order to produce 
these dasired characteristics the fowl 
must have perfect health from the 
shell to the show room, for it takes 
that to produce the smooth, glossy 
feather, red comb, bright eyes and 
plump bodies. The Standard of Per- 
fection was written by the leading 
poultry men of their varieties through- 
out the country and egg laying type -s 
well taken care of in all varieties ex- 
cept a few in which shortness or 
length of feather or limb in such breeds 
as the Cochins or Exhibition Games. 
When a very fine Exhibition female is 
found to be a poor layer it is seldom 
her fault. Such a fowl should never 
be shown more than twice in one sea- 
son and even then at intervals of two 
or more weeks, for a hot show room 
with but little fresh air for a week is 
enough for a season, 

The best utility plants are founded 
every time on some line of birds with 
a good reputation. It is the fancier 
who takes pride in his fowls and all 
the high egg record layers tested by 
government and state supervision have 
been pure-breds. 


WHAT THE SOUTHEASTERN FAIR 
NEEDS. 

If the Southeastern Fair association 
will appoint a superintendent of the 
poultry department who is a capable 
poultry man and who will not show his 
own birds in competition, employ two 
to four judges with national reputa- 
tions and build a real poultry building 
then in two or three years Atlanta 
would become the leading poultry ex- 
hibition city in the south. : 

The southern fanciers are producing 
as fine fowls as grow. It is regrettable 
that the fair association were unable to 
have a poultry exhibition to compare 
favorably with their really great cattle 
and hog show. There was quality and 
uantity. In the poultry departmeut 
there were a number of real fine birds 
but only a few- breeders exhibiting. If 
the fanciers of this section will only 
get together and let the fair associa- 
tion know their needs undoubtedly they 
would be granted. The writer would 
be glad to help boost and build a four 
to five thousand bird show, such as 
Atlanta is easily capable of holding. 


ARE YOUR BREEDING PENS MATTED? 

All breeding pens should be mated 
now. Those February and March- 
hatched chicks are the kind that grow 
to just the correct size for good breed- 
ers, especially in the heavier breeds. It 
will take at least one week for the 
eggs to become well fertilized and twe 
weeks would be safer. A little green 
food, such as sprouted oats, alfalfa or 
cabbage leaves, will pete brighten 
those combs, and red combs indicate

Boll-Rot of Cotton. 


Anthracnose or boll-rot of cotton is 
another disease, and one much more 
widely spread than is the cotton wilt. 
and described 


about 1890 or 1891. but not very much 


attention was paid to the disease until 
within the past ten years, since when 
it has been discovered that its ravages 
are much more destructive than was at 
first imagined, and the damage caused 
by the bdll-rot in some fields and re- 
gions climbs into the thousands of 

Ollars, while that over the whole cot- 
ton belt amounts to millions. 

The disease may attack the young 
seedlings, the stems, the boll pedicels 
or the bolls themselves. If, as the 
seed germinates, the weather is damp 
and cool and generally unfavorable to 
«he growth of young plants, anthrac- 
nose attacks the cotyledons or seed 
leaves, gradually spreading from the 
point of initial attack unti] the leaves 
are destroyed. If the attack is early, 
the seedling may be entirely destroyed 
before or us soon as ik emerges from 
the ground; if conditions becoime more 
favorable, the true leaves come out 
the gy recovers, the seedleaves fall 
to the ground, but hold the disease 
there for some time, giving opportunity 
for later attack. 

When the stem is attacked, the 
Plants seem unthrifty, yeNowish and 
sickly. The stems will be found to be 
darkened at or near the surface of the 
soil and all of the stem below ground 
is affected, and the plant is destroyed

damping-off fungus. The result of 
these early attacks is seen in the loss 
of a perfect stand—the unseen results 
are the carrying over of the cenaae un- 
til the bolls are formed when it is 
again possible for the disease to mani- 
fest itself. These early attacks are 
more destructive if che disease is pres- 
ent in the planting seed, from which 
Place it can pep ene and grow right 
along with the seedling itself. 

Wihen it attacks the boll pedicels, 
the boll generally dries up and falls 
off. When it attacks the boll itself, 
it appears first as a dark or reddish 
spot which enlarges and often reaches 
a diameter of one-half inch or more. 
These spots are pinkish or black in the 
center, according to conditions, and 
whether or not spores are formed. The 
final result of the boll attack is the 
destruction of the boll, or of one or 
two locks, the failure of the boll or 
parts of it to open properly and the dis- 
coloration and rotting of the lint which 
renders it worthless. There may be 
some of the lint in a boll that is of 
value according as to whether the at- 
= was made on the boll early or 
ate. 


Vitality and Distribution of the Dis- 


ease. 

The fungus which is the cause of thiz 
disease closely resembles ordinary 
molds; the spores lodge on the bolls of 
the young plants and the filaments or 
threads then grow down into the tissues 
and destroy them. The spores by which 
the plant propagates grow on the ends 
of branches of the filaments which 
have penetrated into the fiber or seed, 
Or stem and leaves. The disease is 
carried over principaliy in the diseased 
bolis in the field, but ig scattered 
principally by the sale of seed which 
is contaminated with the spores. 

In the field, the disease seems to 
live but about one year in the diseased 
bolls that are left there; in the seed, 
the fungus remgins dormant as long as 
the seed are dry, living two to three 
years if the seeds are but slightly in- 
fectéd, and but one year where the 
seeds have lost in vitality because of 
the attacks of the disease. 

Any of the seed that comes from a 
boll that is attacked may carry the 
disease even though they come from 
locks that were apparently not at- 
tacked. Moreover, the seed from locks 
that were not attacked, or from plants 
that were entirely free of the disease, 
may become oontaminated in ginning 
and carry spores loosely entangled in 
the fuzz, which, when proper condi- 
tions are provided, will develop. Such 
spores live about nine months. 


Resistant Varieties. 


Some varieties are much more sub- 
ject to the attacks of the boll-rot fun- 
gus than are others, and some of them 
are more ,resistant. According to in- 
vestigations made in South Carolina 
and elsewhere, the Cook, Brown, Co- 
lumbia and Triumph are much more 
susceptible than are the Toole, Peter- 
kin, King and Cleveland. All varieties, 
however, may be attacked and none are 
entirely immune; they simply vary in 
their resistance. The most resistant 
varieties will occasionally show con- 
siderable loss from the attacks of this 
fungus. It is likely that better prog- 
ress will be made by combining dif- 
ferent methods of control than by de- 
pending on resistant varieties, 

Control of Boll-Rot, 


The most important method of con- 
trol, as may have been inferred from 
this description, wilk be in the gelec- 
tion of seed from plants that show ab- 
soluxelv no infection. followed by care 
in handling and in ginning to prevent 
any later contamination from diseased 
seed or fiber. Then as the disease 
lives but one year in diseased bolls in 
the fields, a two or three year rotation 
will serve to free the fields of the in- 
fection. When rotation is tmpossible 
(such a case should (be indeed rare) fall 
plowing will to some extent substitute, 
some experiments having shown that 
when the bolls are buried deeply in the 
fall they fail to spread the infection 
to the following crop. When this care 
has been ewercined. there may be some 
slight further help by the use of re- 
Sistant varieties, but these cannot be 
depended upon solely for relief from 
loss from the attacks of anthracnose or 
boll-rot fungus.

THE BUSINESS FARMER. 
The Cash Account. 


In our previous letter we had some- 
thing to say on “Business and Business 
Men” in connection with farming. It 
was explained that the first step in the 
keeping of farm accounts should be 
made in keeping or making an annual 
inventory, as this would show at least 
the progress or backward step made 
in a financial way during the year, 
though failing to show just where the 
advance or retreat was made. With 
the inventories, another important set 
of figures should be kepe oF every one 
whether on the farm or living in town 
and ‘this is the “cash account.” This 
is not difficult to keep, but requires 
systematic effort and daily attention 
Fagg igs to be at all accurate and relia- 


é. 

It will not of itself reveal the great- 
est source of income or -cause of ex- 
pense, nor the source of the greatest 
profit or loss, but the keeping will ac- 
custom one to bookkeeping and later 
the cash account may be divided in 
such way that it will show these things 
and show them very clearly. 

A simple cash account is simply a 
list of all items for which cash is re- 
ceived and another list of all items for 
which cash is paid out, with. the 
amounts of each transaction, the date, 
and, if so desired, the persons from 
whom the cash was received or to 
whom paid out. Such an account has 
often been the means of preserving 
friendship between neighbors and the 
lack of one has more oftten been the 
cause of estrangement of friendly 
neighbors and even of kinsfolk as close 
as brothers. Should your neighbor 
come to vou and ask for pay for a day’s 
work which he did or for a ham which 
he sold to you, but for which you maid, 
it will be almost a certain way of pre- 
serving good feelings if you can show 
him the item in a well and neatly-kept 
pook of cash accounts. 

The receipts and expenditures may 
be kept on different pages or may be 
run in dtfferent columns of the same 
page, but it will add much to the value 
of the books and to the convenience 
if the amounts are in special columns

which can be totaled when the page is 
finished. Such an account will reveal 
the principal items of income and of 
expense, and if the books are balanced 
at the end of each month, check will 
be obtained upon the accuracy of the 
work. The sum of the tvtals of the 
individual pages will at the end of the 
year give an idea of the extent of the 
business transacted, while an inventory 
by itself does not give this, but only 
gives the variation in valuation from 
year to year. 


Correspondence. 
RINGING HOGS, 

S. P. S., Ceffeeville, Ala., is pastur- 
ing off velvet beans in which oats 
have been planted, and intends to nip 
the snouts of the pigs, since by exces 
sive rooting they are injuring the oats, 
and wants to know best method of 
handling or confining to perform op- 
eration. We advise ringing 
of nipping as being fully as effective 
and simpler, and since ringer and one 
box of rings costs but about i5 cents, 
it is not much more expensive. Small 
pigs are easily held by an attendant 
while the rings are being clamped on. 
With the ringing pliers, place the ring 
so that one point comes on front side 
of snout and the other on the top or 
backward face; have the point# about 
half inch from the angle where the 
two faces meet—if placed too near to 
this angle the rings tear out too easily. 
Then squeeze on the pliers, bringing the 
two points of the ring nearly togeth- 
er in the flesh of the snout. Place two 
or three rings in each pig and add 
more several weeks later if needed; 
after the soreness is gone, some pigs 
take to rooting again. 

Should it be desired to pasture the 
pigs later on’ peanuts or sweet pota- 
toes, the rings can easly be cut out 
with ordinary pliers or file, when, after 
a short time the pigs will be able to 
root for these crops. For older boars 
or sows which are dangerous to han- 
die. use a slip-noose on a good rope, 
eatching the hogs by the upper jaw 
with the knot in their mouths if possi- 
ble, so that it will be less in the way 
of ringing. This same method would 
probably do to hold them for nipping 
the snouts. When caught, the animals 
pull directly away from the one holding 
the rope and the attendant can easily 
ring or nip them. 

Promiscuous Sucking Among Pigs. 
The same gentleman pastures sows and 
pigs of different ages together and is 
troubled by having the older pigs rob 
the younger, or even to cause the loss 
of pigs from pregnant sows by sucking. 
We know of no remedy for such trou- 
ble other than by fencing and keepin 
such sows in separate lots. If any o 
the readers of The Constitution know 
of any simpler remedy we would be 
glad to have them communicate the in- 
formation to us.

Stephens’ Honest Advertising Bill 


At the opening of the present session of congress the attention of house- 
wives is directed to the bill introduced into the house of representatives by 
Congressman Dan Q. Stephens, of Nebraska, and Senator Henry F. Ashurst, 
of Arizona, which is designed to promote honest retailing methods and to 
prevent deception of the public by the use of well-known articles as adver- 
tising “bait” or lure to sell inferior merchandise. 

The Naticnal Housewives’ league, Mrs. Julian Heath president, is actively 
at work to secure this proposed helpful legislation, and urges the co-operation 


of women’s clubs tor such purpose. 
The resolutions passed by the executive committee of the National House- 


wives’ league follow: 
WHEREAS the 


use of well-known articles as cut-price advertising bait 
to sell unidentified, anonymous goods causes many small stores to uit 
handling such well#known articles and thereby drives them from the market 
or makes it difficult for housewives to obtain them through usual, convenient 
channels: and 

WHEREAS such articles of proved value serve as yardsticks by which 
articles of similar character are measured; and 

WHEREAS it is essential that consumers shall be assured the opportunity 
to purchase articles of uniform quality with which they are familiar and 
which have proven by test to be satisfactory; and 

WHEREAS the measure now pending in congress 
Stephens-Ashurst bill is designed “to protect the public against dishonest 
advertising and false pretenses in merchandising; therefore ; 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the National Housewives’ league heartily in- 
dorses the Stephens-Ashurst bill and recommends its speedy enactment into 
law; and the National Housewives league recommends that all organized 
consumers place themselves on record as being in favor of this bill and use 
their influence in its behalf, 

WHEREAS the American Fair Trade league is now actively engaged 
in promoting the enactment into law of the Stephens-Ashurst bill now pengd- 
ing in congress, the National Housewives’ league being in full accord with the 
principles, purposes and provisions of said bill, ¢ 

RESOLVED, That the National Housewives’ league co-operate with the 
American Fair Trade league i: advocacy and support of the Stephens-Ashurst 
bill aforesaid, and the president of the National Housewives’ league is author- 
ized and directed to arrange and carry out the details of such co-operation. 


Price-cutting on nationally advertised goods is a practice becoming com- 
mon in all of our towns and cities. An advertisement of some brand of goods 
at a lower than standard price never fails to attract attention and trade, 
because the customer knows he is getting a good article and getting it for 
less than it is worth. The retailer takes advantage of this advertising to 
make a special appeal and draw trade. The reputation of a reliable article 
as a bait is used to catch the consumers and deceive them into believing that 
all goods offered for sale are sold at the same low rate of profit. The price- 
eutters do not undersell the- average retail merchant—they can’t; they only 
seem to. They sell things that people know at cost. On unfamiliar goods 
they overcharge. The consumer is deceived by the false representation that 
their mass of unknown goods is sold at the same price reduction offered on 
a few well-known articles. This compels the sale of inferior goods by all 
classes of dealers. It forces the sale of unknown articles, often of cheap and 
shoddy quality, instead of reliable goods which have their makers’ reputation 
behind them. By preventing the unfair and dishonest use of well-known 
goods as advertising bait, and guaranteeing a uniform price to all customers, 
this bill will give relief from monopoly-creating methods. The bill explicitly 
states that its provisions shall not apply to any article that is produced or 
coftrolled by a monopoly. Retailers the country over have been finding out 
that price-cutting is one of the causes of dwindling success. Standard prices 
tend to create competition. If you have fair competition and an open field, 
that which is best and cheapest will win. The Stephens bill would tend to 
reduce the cost of living, because it encourages free competition.

Mrs. Jennings’ Statement. 

The following statement in behalf 
the Florida federation is made by Mrs 
8 Jennings. president, of Jacksonville. 

In the tasue of The Atlanta Constitution 
of October 27. 1916, in the report of the 
Georgia federation from Macon, during the 
federation’s convention, Mrs. 8S. ©. Moore is 
quoted as having said in opposition to the 
suffrage measure, which was then under dis- 
cussion: 

“T have been told by scores of women, 
that their clubs have not come into the fed- 
eration, because they were afraid cf suf- 
frage. I am told that thirty-seven clubs 
of Florida withdrew from the federation 
because of the suffrage issue injected 
the state organization.” 

I regret exceedingly that such a statement 
should have been made on the floor of 
any convention of any federation, without 
first being verified. In justice to Florida, 
I must say that the fact, as stated, does 
not apply in any sense to Florida. It is 
needless to say that the above statement 
would be a great reflection upon the judg- 
ment and management of the present 
ministration, and 
of facts is forced. 

During the year November, 1914, to No- 
vember, 1915, Florida lost two clubs; one, on 
account of the death of the president of a

Physically the orange is of the same 
shape as the Mandarin, 
higher flavor, and is practically seed- 
less. The skin slips off easily, giving 
it the name of the “glove orange.’ The 
sections are distinctly marked, and 
while the orange is very juicy it may 
be peeled and subdivided into its sec- 
tions without losing a drop of juice or 
solling the most delicate glove fabric. 
This feature makes it extremely popu- 
lar for use of luncheons, outdoor 
spreads and for children; in fact, the 
Satsuma, on account of this feature, is 
far and away the most eatable of all 
citrus fruits. It may well be character- 
jized as the banana of the citrus family, 
which will make it as widely distribut- 
ed and as much sought after for handy 
use on all occasion’s as the banana has 
become. 

How Satsuma Was Produced. 

The Satsuma is the only orange 
adapted to the temperatures prevailing 
in the winter as far north as Mobile 
and Brunswick. Herein lies the secret 
of the industry. The Satsuma is an 
evergreen trees and unless subjected to 
a development which would render it 
dormant in the winter, the extreme 
winter temperature at this latitude 
would kill it back every winter. It 
was found that by grafting this Ever- 
green Satsuma onto the deciduous Tri- 
foliata, which is our hardy citrus hedge 
plant all through Alabama and Georgia, 
a tree was secured which was made 
nearly dormant through the winter and 
yet would hold its leaves, thus mak- 
ing a beautiful winter orchard.

Now tioyt we have succeeded in pro- 
ducing in a O=mmercial way this mira- 
cle of a new orange, we have been con- 
fronted with the fact which exery pro- 
ducer of foods now realizes that pro- 
duction is only a small fraction of the 
industry as a whole. The great factor 
and the majority: factor is the question 
of marketing. 

Easy to Market. 

The Satsuma offers, in a measure, a 
self-solution of the problem. Every ca- 
terer know’s that during 60 days of each 
winter he cannot serve the ordinary 
orange on any first-class menu because 
the fruit is immature. Nature hag so 
conspired in favor of the Satsuma ag to 
bring it to full maturing during this 
crucial period of 60 days from tk> mid- 
die of November to the middle of Janu- 
ary; therefore, it is belfeved that with 
reasonable commercial activity and 
brains any possible Satwuma crop can 
be readily disposed of in the United 
States alone. Before the war a few 
were shipped to England and France, 
creating at once practically a sensation 
which but for the war would probably 
have resulted in direct cargo ship- 
ments from Mobile, which will be ar- 
ranged for as soon as commerce settles 
into a normal ‘state. 

One of the curious incidents of the 
development of this industry ia that a 
few long-headed and ingenious natives 
planted and grew to successful com- 
mercial status the first groves on this 
coast, and yet 98 per cent of the mil- 
lions of dollars invested in the indus- 
try, and 95 per cent of the tens of 
millions of increased values to adjacent 
lands must be credited to the capital 
and energy and faith of men living 
above Mason and Dixon’s'line. Hun- 
dreds of communities, scattered from 
Portland on the Atlantic to Portland on 
the Pacific have invested in this indus- 
try in the face of doubts and sneers at 
home. 

As examples of this investment just 
two may be mentioned as typical: A 
modest farmer by the name of Kroner, 
of German descent and thrift, came to 
these high coastal pine landg to dig 


merce recommends that that body eé@- 
tablish a vocational bureau, which shall 
absorb the Clearance House for Em- 
ployment with its present “going con- 
cern and trained organization.” . The 
report follows: 

At the request of a number of gentiemen 
who met at the invitation of the chamber 
of commerce to consider the establishment 
of a vocational bureau, the president ap- 
pointed the undersigned a committee to con- 
sider the matter and report. 

Having carefully considered the attached 
prospectus submitted by Mr. George D. Hal- 
sey, manager of the Atlanta Clearing House 
for Employment, and having investigated 
the subject as thoroughly as we could in 
a limited time, through the experience of 
other cities and study of leading authorities, 
your committee begs leave to report as 
follows: 

First. There is great need for vocational 
guidance to stop the waste and unhappiness 
caused by loss of time and serious mistakes 
made in the passing of young people from 
school work. 

Second. Vocational education and voca- 
tional guidance are considered the proper 
functions of the public school system In 
the language of leading authority: 

“It is a safer and happier state that puts 
its money into competency, self-reliance and 
the joy of continuous workmanship, rather 
than into charity for those whom defective 
training and placement in life make unem- 
ployablie.”’ 

Systematic instruction about vocations 
should begin in the primary schools, because 
nearly half the pupils go to work before 
they reach the high-school period. This in- —- 
struction should continue through the high- 
school and college courses, 

Vocational counselors should be appointed 
for the schools, preferably one for each 
school. In the primary schools a teacher 
may be selected for this purpose. In the 
high schools there should be a vocational 
counselor who is an expert, equipped by ed- 
ucation and experience for the task, and a 
man of broad human sympathy and prac- 
tical wisdom. 

Co-operating with eschoola through their 
vocational counselor or counselors, there 
should be a vocational bureau, including a 
placement bureau, to be supported in large 
part by employers, who would derive mani- 
fest advantages from a system which in- 
creased the efficiency of employees. 

As the public schools have not the money 
as yet to establish a thorough system of vo- 
cational counsel, but may, without apprecia- 
ble cost, begin elementary instruction on 
vocations and furnish the marking of apti- 
tudes, we think the system should take ad- 
vantage of the counsel and other assistance 
of a vocational expert in charge of a voca- 
tional bureau to be maintained largely by 
employers. 

When the schools are fn position to em- 
ploy capable vocational counselors of their 
own, that function should be taken over by 
them and such counselors should co-operate 
closely with like counselors in the vocational 
bureau. Under such an arrangement the child 
and the school would be represented by a 
competent counselor and the employers in 
the same way. These two representatives 
would co-operate effectively for the good of 
all concerned. 

In the meantime, through the liberality of 
a publfc-spirited citizen, Mr. Cator Wool- 
ford, it is possible to begin the work at once 
by the establishment of a vocational bureau 
as outlined tn the attached prospectus. 

We recommend that the chamber of com- 
merce give its active support to this work 
in such ways as may be found moet effect- 
ive. It would, in our opinion, be improper 
for this community to allow one public- 
spirited citizen to bear the burden alone. As 
money is not available at present to estab- 
lish a full system of vocational counse}] in 
the public schools, and tn order that the 
work may begin at once, we recommend that 
the vocational bureau be established im- 
mediately under the supervision of a com- 
mittee of this chamber of commerce. In 
this committee there should be one repre- 
sentative of the public school system and 
one representative of the colleges. 

The Clearing House for Employment has 
made a atart at the work outlined for the 
vocational bureau. It has already put into 
operation vocational guidance work in some 
of the schools and has maintained a suc- 
cessful placement bureau. For these rea- 
sons we recommend that the new bureau ab- 
sorb the Clearing House for Employment. 
This gives the vocational bureau “going con- 
cern’ value, and a trained organization. 

We recommend that after the bureau shal! 
have had time to demonstrate its usefulness 
the chamber of commerce take steps looking 
to its permanent organization and mainte- 
nance. 

We recommend, further, that the cham- 
ber of «commerce through the same commit- 
tee undertake an educational campaign 
which will bring home to parents the urgent 
importance of this matter and give them a 
clear idea ef the objects of vocational 
guidance, 


Avoiding Eye Strain in Watch- 


ing Motion Pictures.

Many persons cannot attend motion 
pictures because of the annoying aft- 
er-effects on the eyes. Some suffer 
from eye-strain and others are subject 
to severe headaches. The relief, in 
most cases, consists in perfectly fitted 
glasses. The picture may not be quite 
so sharp,.but this is more than com- 
pensated for by the increased comfort. 
For persons with very sensitive eyes, 
a colored glass, either amber, yellow- 
ish green or amethyst, may afford im- 
mediate relief. Several varieties of 
colored glass have been put on the 
market yecently, and there are aso 
many shades available that some suit- 
able color can be secured. A subdued 
light in the theater has a much less 
irritating effect than a dark theater 
where the only light is reflected from 
the screen. t is also advisable for 
those who are liable to suffer after 
viewing the pictures to avoid sitting 
in a place where it is necessary to look 
upward, as the additional strain be- 
comes very tiresome, and frequently 
leaves a severe headache. In the ma- 
jority of cases, however, if glasges are 
correctly fitted to a person, he or she 
stands a geod chance of enjoying mo- 
tion pictures without any attendant ill 
results.

His inspection led him to pur- 
chase nearby Mobile 3,000 acres on 
which ‘since 1915, in February, he has 
expended over $109,000 in clearing, pre- 
paring and planting, and has produced 
one of the most interesting and sub- 
stantial developments to be found from 
coast to coast. 

The details of these, with a thousand 
other stories, easily verified, certainly 
deserve a place in the annals of the 
physical development of that vast em- 
pire which holds greuter otential 
wealth, a better basic population, a 
finer climate and greater resources of 
every character than any equal area on 
which the sun shines, and of which 
magnificent empire Atlanta is the i- 
tal towards which, as to Rome of aid. 
all roads must lead, and, better than all,

Finally those of Elsie 
Ferguson, the young and attractive 
star of drama, were deemed the most 
beautiful.

Lovely arms and hands. needs 
must grow from lovely shoulders. 
Scrawny shoulders are as ugly to be- 
hold as those that are made defective 
by rolls of fat. No. gown, . however 


beautiful it may be, can more than 
slightly modify their ugliness. The 
dressmaker who can to a degree mini- 
mize the effect is at a premium when 
it is possible to locate her. 

Dixie Girard’s shoulders, exquis- 
itely graceful, were found to corre- 
spond with perfect standards. They 
are neither plump nor scrawny, but 
well rounded, and, though strong, not 
muscular. 

“The most wonderfully’ molded 
shoulders I have ever seen,’ declared 
one of the judges. 
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Up now to the throat and neck! 
Whose? Mary Garden’s—“Her throat 
is like the swan.” , White, superbly 
poised, smoothly rounded!

He arrives flushed with 
excitement, almost breathless, saying, as he 
looks up and down the calcium-illumined 
thoroughfare: “Well, here it is.”

He longs 
for experience—for something to tell the 
boys back home. With this exaltation of 
mind it is. natural that he seek feminine 
company. He gets to thinking that there 
are several good dances in him yet. He be- 
comes imbued with a passion for showing 
off, for gamboling on New York's green— 
the polished floor. So he starts up Broad- 
way. 

The result is simple and the truth is es- 
tablished: New York’s worst male flirts 
are men who wouldn't think of flirting at 
home. But despite the strength of this 
everyday truth Gotham is trying to cut 
down on the “pick-ups.” Arrests are being 
made thick and fast. The old bold days 
are gone. He who would ogle pretty 
women must not be obtrusive—and he must 
keep out of the eye of the law, which in 
New York is fairly hard to do considering 
the prodigality with which the “finest” are 
stationed on the main thoroughfares. 


Boston laid a foundation for prosecu 


tion of mashers under an act passed two 
years ago. It enables a judge to fine or im- 
prison “persons who with offensive or dis- 
orderly act or language accost or annoy in 


mobile, who takes a new-found girl friend 
public places persons of the opposite sex,” 


or those who are idle or disorderly on the 


streets or neglect their calling. The maxi- 
mum fine is $200 and the maximum jail 
sentence is six mouths. 

Less than a month after the act was 
passed a masher tried to flirt with the 
matron of a police station. He -was 
promptly arrested and fined. Others were 
haled into court and either were separated 
from part of-their bank roll or sent to jail. 
But vigorous prosecution did not begin 
until this last summer. It was directed 
particularly at the masher with an auto- 
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single week. Several were given stiff fines 
by. a municipal judge, who at the same 
time issued a series of “‘don’ts” to Chicago 
men. y 

They included: 

Don’t say “hello” te a woman simply 
because she appeals to you as being at- 
tractive. 

Don’t become so interested in shop 
window displays that you “unconsciously” 
rub elbows against women shoppers. 

Don’t become so attentive to your 
newspaper while riding on™ street cars, 
elevated and suburban trains that you 
lose track of what your knees are doing.

She sat in the middle of a row, and by and 
by a man worked his way in past hedges of 
knees and sat down beside her.

He dropped his hat—oh, very carelessly

But the masher didn’t finish the sen- 
tence. He was interrupted by a stag- 
gering blow in the mouth. As the po- 
licewoman followed the first wallop with 
another to the jaw her partner, Agnes 
Walsh, came to her assistance (do you 
think she needed it?) and the two led 
the mystified flirt to the patrol box. 

But despite the strenuous work of the 
policewomen, mashers still persisted in 
forcing their attentions on 
women. Flirtations were 
not confined to -the down- 
town streets, but extended 
to the residence districts. A 
deluge of complaints came 
to the police department 
from a public school on 
Chicago’s West Side. Many 
girl students, who short-cut 
through a park near the 
school, told their teachers 
and parents of being ac- 
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costed in an offensive manner by men who 
spend much of their time there. 

Mothers of girls who attend the school 
volunteered to act as chaperons and to work 
in shifts during the day. 

A few more complaints filtered into the 
police department from all sections of Chi- 
cago and then began the municipal crusade 
to quash the ogling masher. Police of- 
ficials and judges promised to do all in 
their power to expose -every arrested 
masher, regardless. of» how prominent, and 
to impose the heaviest fines possible on 
every convicted offender. Transportation 
officials offered co-operation, issuing emer- 
gency bulletins to all employes on elevated 
and surface lines, calling for the immediate 
arrest of passengers who annoy women. 

Especially were the policewomen dele- 
gated to the task of bringing in the 
mashers. 

“Do not encourage them,” was the order 
given. “Make no advances to enmesh them, 
but when you find bona fide mashers go 
after them hard.” 

Other big cities are not without their 
mashers. Not long ago Raymond Watkins 
of Homerville, a suburb of Pittsburgh, bet 
a friend that he could kiss the first girl 
that passed him. He did. She was black, 
and indignant as well. Watkins had not 
seen her color in the dark. After collect- 
ing the bet he was arrested and paid a fine 
of $4.50, thereby losing $1.50. 


The “haven't - I - met - you-somewhere-be- 
fore” flirt who thinks he has devised 
a clever way to speak to an unescorted 
woman. 


In fining a young man of New Rochelle 
for “public spooning” in Stonelea Park the 
judge said: 

“I don’t care if you spoon in Hudson 
Park or Lovers’ Lane or anywhere else 
where other persons cannot see you, but 
you must not spoon right out in public.” 

The young man and his sweetheart had 
been arrested after persons whose homes 
overlook Stonelea Park had complained 
to the police. 

“They had their arms about each other 
and their lips together,” testified one wit- 
ness. 

Though spooning, if not public, is con- 
doned by the officials of big cities. mashing 
is not; and reports from over the country 
indicate a widespread attempt to eliminate 
the man who “can’t make his eyes behave.” 
Women, especially, will follow the fortunes 
of the movement with keen interest.

HE study of children’s 
falsehoods has been in 
recent years undertaken 
in a comprehensive way, 
and now psychologists, 
teachers, jurists and 
doctors combined are 
shedding much new light 
upon the subject. 

Do our normal boys and girls all lie? 
If so, must they, and why? How should 
we treat the very many and diverse classes 
of violators of and deviators from the 
truth? Close questioning of 300 children 
of both sexes, mostly from 12 to 14 years 
of age, has brought forth some facts inter- 
esting alike to parents and teachers. 

No children were found destitute of 
high ideals of truthfulness. Perhaps the 
lowest moral development is represented 
by about a dozen children who regarded 
every deviation from the most painfully 
literal truth as alike heinous, with no per- 
spective or degree of difference between 
white and black fibbing and the most bare- 
faced, intended, or unintended lies. This 
mental state, though in a few cases prob- 
ably priggish and affected, became in others 
so neurotic that to every statement, even 
to yes and no, “I think” or “perhaps” were 
added mentally, whispered,,or in two cases 
aloud, and nothing could prompt a posi- 
tive, unqualified assertion. One boy told of 
“spells” of saving -over hundreds of times 
the word “not,” in the vague hope it might 
somehow be interpolated into the divine 
record of his many wrong stories, past and 
future, to disinfect them and neutralize his 
guilt. 


Means to Noble Ends. 


“Strongly contrasted with this state, 
and far more common, is that in which lies” 
are justified as means to noble ends,” de- 
clares Professor G. Stanley Hall, describ-

ing the experiment in his interesting con- 
tribution to literature on childhood, en- 
titled “Educational Problems.” “Children 
all admire burly boys who by false con- 
fessions take upon themselves the penalties 
for the sins of weaker playmates, or even 
zirls who are conscious of being favorites 
with teacher or parent, or of superior pow- 
ers of blandishment, and who claim to be 
the authors of the misdeeds of .heir more 
disfavored mates. The situations, espe- 
cially the latter, were met with many 
times, and the act was always approved, 
though often with some’ rather formal 
qualifications. 


Child Feels Heroism. 
“Children have a wholesome instinct 
for viewing moral situations as wholes, 
but yet are not insensible to that eager 
and sometimes tragic interest which has al- 


ways for all men invested those situations 
in both life and in literature where duties 
seem to conflict. The normal child feels 
the heroism of the unaccountable instinct 
of self-sacrifice far earlier and more keenly 
than it can appreciate the sublimity of 
truth. 


“Theoretic or imagined cases of this 
kind were often volunteered by the chil- 
dren with many variations. They declare: 
That they would say their mother was out 
when she was in if it would save her life, 
giving quite a scenic setting to such a pos- 
sible occurrence, adding infrequently that 
this would not make it evractly right, 
though it would be their duty to do it, or 
that they would not tell a lie to save their 
own lives. A doctor, too, many suggested, 
might tell an overanxious patient or dear- 
est friend that there was hope, easing his 


conscience, perhaps, by reflecting that they 
had some, though he had none. In con- 
fronting such cases it is the conscientious 
parent or teacher who is most liable to get 
nervous and err. It is feared that, though 
the end is very noble and the fib ot quibble 
very petty at first, worse lies for meaner 
objects may follow. 

Depends Upon Their Liking. 

With most children, as with savages, 
truthfuiness is greatly affected by personal 
lixes and dislikes, continues Professor 
Hall. In many cases they could hardly be 
brought to see wrong in lies a parent or 
some kind friend had wished them to tell. 
Often suspected lies were long persisted in 
till they were asked if they would have 
said.that to their mothers, when they at 
once weakened, No cases were more fre- 
quent than where, in answer to a friend's 
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One of the most prevalent 

forms of lying is the

nose bleeds, stomach aches and the 

like to get out of or avoid going to 
school, says psychologist. 


question, if some thing or act they did not 
particularly admire was not very nice or 
pretty, they found it hard to say “no,” and 
compromised on “kind of nice,” or “pretty 
enough,” when if a strange pupil had asked 
they would have had no trouble with their 
consciences. 

“The girls in our returns were more ad- 
dicted to this class of lies than boys. Boys 
keep up joint or complotted lies which girls 
rarely do, who ‘tell on’ others because they 
are ‘sure to be found out,’ or ‘some one else 
will tell,” while boys can be more readily 
brought to confess small thefts and are 
surer to own up if caught than girls. A 
question of personal interest with girls is 
how far etiquette may stretch truth to 
avoid rudeness or hurting others’ feelings. 
All children find it harder to cheat in their 
lessons with a teacher they like. Friend- 
ships are cemented by frank confidences 
and secrets and promises not to tell, as 
adults with real attachments desire to 
know and be known without reservation, 
without overpraise or flattery, and to rely 
on and perform pledges. To simulate or 
dissimulate to the priest, or, above all, to 
God, was repeatedly referred to as worst 
of all. 

“On the other hand, with waning at- 
tachment, promises not to tell weaken in

they intend to visit to avoid unwelcome 
company, and victimize an enemy by any 
lie or strategy they can invent. Truth for 
our friends and lies for our enemies is a 
practical, though not distinct, rule widely 


current with children, as with uncivilized, 


and, indeed, even with civilized races. 
“The teachers of younger children 
should look well to their friendships, and 
study, especially, the character of leaders 
and favorites and try to mold it as well as 


without suspicion on the part of adults, by 
a single, bold, bad, but popular child; the 
immunity from detection which school of- 
fers so much more than home for even 
habitual ‘ies of this class, as well as the 
degree of moral degradation to which they 
may lead, all point to selfish falsehoods— 
especially when their prevalence is taken 
into account—as on the whole the most 
dangerous, corrupting and hard to correct 
of any of our species.”

Games Incite to Lies. 


“The greatest number of lies in our col- 
lections are prompted by some of the more 
familiar manifestations of selfishness. 
Every gamé, especially every exciting one, 
has its own temptation to cheat, and long 
records of miscounts in tallies, moving 
balls in croquet, crying out ‘no play’ or ‘no 
fair’ at critical moments to divert impend- 
ing defeat, false claims made to umpires, 
and scores of others show how unscrupu- 
lous the all-constraining passion to excel 
often renders even young children. In those 
games which attract wider attention, where 
sets of picked players are pitted against 
one another and the prizes in local fame 
are great and immediate, dexterity in 
cheating is sometimes regarded as a legiti- 
mate qualification along with others, the 


_only discredit being as in the lies Spartan 


children were encouraged to tell, in getting 
found out. , 

“Ties of this kind, prompted by excite- 
ment, are so easily forgotten when the ex- 
citement is over that they rarely rankle 
and are hard to get at, but they make boys 
unscrupulons and grasping. School life is 
responsible for very many, if not most, of 
the deliberate lies of this class. Where 
the vicious system of self-reporting for 
petty offenses, like whispering, exists, chil- 
dren confess not showing their hands when 
they are guilty. If pressed to tell if they 
saw or did a wrong they lie, and add, per- 
haps, that it is very easy to lie to get out 
of school scrapes. Few will not give and 
not many will not take prompts or peep in 
their books, especially if in danger of being 
dropped or failing of promotion. The long 
list of headaches, stomach aches, nose 
bleeds, etc., feigned to, get out of or avoid 
going to school; of false excuses for ab- 
sence and tardiness, the teacher, especially 
if disliked, being so often exceptionally 
fair game for all the arts of deception—all 
these seem generally prevalent. 


“This class of lies eases children over 
SO many hard places in life and is a con- 
venient cover for weakness and even vice. 
To lie easily and skillfully removes the re- 
straint of the more or less artificial con- 
Sequences attached by home and school 
to childish wrongdoing, and increased tm- 
munity always tempts to Bin. The facil- 
ity with which a whole street or school 
may be corrupted in this respect, often 

Much childish play owes its charm to 
partial self-deception, declares the pro- 
fessor. Children imagine or make believe 
they are animals, making their noises and 
imitating their activities; that they are 
soldiers, and imagine panoramas of war- 
like events; that they are hunters in ex- 
treme peril from wild beasts; Indians, ar- 
tisans and tradesmen of many kinds; doe- 
tors, preachers, angels, ogres. They play 
school, court, meeting, congress. If hit 
with wooden daggers in the game of war 
they stand aside and play they are dead. 
Protruding spots of earth or land in pogis 
or ponds, or at half-tide in the bay, sug- 
gest the geography of a continent. They 
baptize cats, bury dolls, have puppet shows 
with so many pins admission, all with 
elaborate details. They dress up and 
mimic other often older people, ride on the 
horse cars and imagine them fine carriages, 
get up doll hospitals and play surgeon or 
Florence Nightingale. The more severe 
the discipline of the play teacher and the 
more savage the play mother, the better 
the fun.” 


Truthfulness Comes Late. 


Thoroughgoing truthfulness comes hard 
and late, says the professor, and school life 
is so full of temptation to falsehood that 
an. honest child is its rarest, as well as its 
noblest, work. The chief practical point 
is for the teacher to distinguish the differ- 
ent forms of the disease and apply the 
remedies best for each.

DEADLY GERMS to WIP 
BUT Uncle Sam WON’T 


LET THEM GET OUT: 
He’s STUDYING Them 


O YOU know that the government is 
S Densctutiy propagating the organisms 
that produce in the human system the 
most deadly and widespread diseases? 

Perhaps you don’t—but there is no 
cause for alarm. On the contrary, a visit 
to a germ-incubating establishment will 
convince any person of the efforts being 
made by scientists to combat the disease 
pests of humanity. 

It is a somewhat impressive and not at 
‘all comfortable thought. on entering the 
room wherein the germ ovens, or incubat- 
ors, as they are called, are kept, that there 
are greater potentialities for destroying 
human life here than if the apartment was 
filled with dynamite. In the neat polished 
copper receptacles are stored glass tubes, 
and in the latter are the minute enemies 
of health—so minute that billions of them 
are contained in a vial a quarter of an 
eighth full of colored liquid. 

The doctor who shows you through the 
establishment handles the vials of death 
with as much monchalance as though they 
contained me ,colored water. He ex- 
plains that th irre only two bottled dis- 
eases in the nate ling of which the most 
extreme care and precaution must be ex- 
ercised. They are bubonic plague and 
glanders, the former of which is so elusive 
when once started in a sisgle individual 
that the result of a careless handling 
might mean a local or even a national 
calamity. while the latter, if not so con- 
tagious, would mean certain death by a 
very loathsome process. 


Among the diseases here bottled up are 
‘Asiatic cholera, the widespread sleeping 
sickness of Africa, tuberculosis. diphtheria, 
typhoid fever—indeed. practically all the 
maladies that are caused by the machina 
tions of the tiny and mysterious creatures 
known as bacteria. 
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Researches are being carefully made 
info canditions attending the spread of 
typhoid fever. 

“A great number of people, apparently 
in very good health, are nevertheless po- 
tent carriers of disease,”’ says the doctor. 
“1 do not hesitate to state, for example, 
that at least 3 per cent of the people of 
this city carry in their mouths a sufficient 
number of diphtheria bacteria to infect a 
very voung child, though they themselves 
wre vo longer visibly affected by the dis- 
ease.” 

That portion of the laboratory in which 
the work of the destruction of the bacteria 
is conducted is worth the visitor’s inspec- 
tion. It resembles, at first view, nothing 
so much as a good-sized kitchen, and on 
the central table is a huge panful of steam- 


ing water, in which can be seen numerous 
glass culture vials. This is the.death bath 
of the germs. the steaming fiuid being 
nothing more than hot water with a solu- 
tion of soda. 

Into this fluid {s emptied enough’ bac- 
teria in the course of a week to spread 
several ravaging scourges over the entire 
land, should the minute but terrible organ- 
isms find conditions favorable to thelr 
propagation. 

As an example of the truth of this as- 
sertion one disease. Asiatic cholera, which 
is- extensively bottled at the laboratory. 
may be instanced. Should a jar of the 
germs of this dread pestilence be emptied 
into the supply of drinking water in a city 
it would not be long before the city, and 
ultimately, perhaps, the entire country, 
would be in the throes of a pestilence 
which would assume a sinister and historic 
importance, devastating life by tens of 
thousands, a 


+ + + 


Should a like mischance happen with a 
bottle of bubonic plague germs the result 
would probably be far more, tmivible and 
far reaching. 

Thus it is that the visitor may well look 
with some degree of concern at the pro- 
ceedings going on in this germ kitchen. 
The neat-looking young men employed 
here, though, go about their. avocations 
with no evident feelings of fear. They 
prepare and destroy bottles of cholera, 
plague or typhoid witb no apparent emo- 
tion whatever nor is there to be seen 
among any of thecdoctors or employes the 
masks and bandages that operating sur- 
geons are now wont to wear as a sort of 
germproof armor. 

Everybody about this establishment, in 
which death and disease are bottled in 
such awful forms, seems quite healthy. 

Besides being bottled, the diseases are 
preserved in dry giass plates in a substance 
that looks like jelly, which is, in fact, a 
celatinlike product first made in Germany. 
Many of the beautifully delicate tints of 
rose color, Nile green, lilac and yellow are 
eommunicated not by any artificial color 
ing matter but by the germs themselves, 
some of the most deadly otemeny the 
most beautiful colors. 

It is conceivable that, should one of 
these deadly pletes of jelly—for the germ 


- colonies therein are very much alive and 


active for destruction—be left carelessly 
about ordinary premises, little Johnny 
might be tsmpted to partake of the ap- 
petizing-looking substance, with results 
more deplorable than those which accrued 
to the urchin who swallowed the sea anem- 
one,

How SCIENCE Fits SCRIPTURE 


YEARLY nineteen hundred years ago 
N St. Peter wrote in the third chapter of 
his second epistle: 

But the day of the Lord will come as 
a thief in the night; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, the earth also anc the 
works that are therein shall be burned up.

Carry LUNCHEON and HOT 
Drink in SHIPWRECK Suit 


LIFE-PRESERVING suit that will 
f. annind the wearer afloat in the 
protect him from storms and contains a 
place for a thermos bottle and lunch has 
been designed by John Klucina of Chicago. 

Located within the body of the suit, 
which is of rubber and gutta percha, be- 
neath the arm pits, at the juncture of the 
sleeves, are inflatable tubes forming buoy- 
ant members, each at its upper end being 
formed with an armhole for receiving the 
arm and shoulder portion of the wearer, 
and at this point of the tube is formed a 
valved air inlet stem, which protrudes 
through the shoulder portion of the body 
and carries at its outer free ends a re- 
movable cap, so that upon removal of the 
latter and the connection of an air pump 
with the stem air can be forced in to make 
the suit buoyant. 

At the front of the body and upper por- 
tions of the leg sections + irranged rub- 
ber sacks, which are fille ith cork, the 
latter also assisting in rendering the suit 
buoyant, while above the sack and sup- 
ported upon the body at the front is a con- 
tainer for foodstuff and hot liquids to be 
consumed by the wearer of the suit in the 
event of fatigue or sickness. 

The body is formed with an extensible 
re-enforced neck opening. To cover the 
head of the user is a hood made from ma- 
terial similar to the body and formed at 
its. front with transparent sight panels of 
celluloid. 


Connected with the hood is an upwardly 
directed air inlet pipe having outwardly 
and downwardly curved branches. A valve 
in the pipe prevents the inflow of water 
into the hood. The hood is designed for 
use in cold or inclement weather, and it is 
adapted to rest upon the body of the suit 
when worn, yet can be readily removed 
when desired.

Without the Use of 
Dyes, a Cincinnati 
Professor Has Evolved 
a Dietary System by 
Which Milady May 
Order Any Shade of 
Silk She Fancies and 
Have It Spun Accord- 


PROF A 1 CRAVE 


UT of nature’s laboratory and not 
through the chemistry of man 
has come a discovery which is 
expected to make dyes unneces- 

sary in the silk industry. 

Through biological research work be- 
gun more than thirty years ago, Profes- 
sor A.M.Crane, of Cincinnati, has proved 
that by carefully directing the feeding 
of the silk caterpillar it may,be made to 
spin red or blue silk. He believes the 
application of the principle he has estab- 
lished may be carried further, and is 
working en the development of other 
colors. 

The problem of obtaining raw silk in 
hues other than the white or yellow of 
the silk cocoon has been studied by scien- 
tists for several decades. By Professor 
Crane’s method of sericulture, persons of 
fastidious taste may choose their color 
and the fairy looms of the silk cater- 
pillar will weave the desired fabric over 
night. 

As the grotesque little Rumpelstiltzkin, 
of Grimm’s fairy tales, spun straw into 
gold for the beautiful miller’s daughter, 
so the ugly little silk worms fashion dain- 
tily-tinted cocoons of silk for Professor 
Crane. 

On a farm in Warren county, near Leba- 
non, O., nearly forty years ago, a teacher 
presented the future Professor Crane with 
some silk cocoons. So delighted was he 
when moths fluttered forth from the 
cocoons that he became an ardent student 
of metamorphosis as exemplified in in-. 
sect life and every year since has reared 
a generation of silk caterpillars. 

“The metamorphosis of the silk cater- 
pillar has received myeattention for thirty- 
seven springs,” says Professor Crane, 
“and each year the effort to force a silk 
caterpillar to spin a bright red or blue 
cocoon has occupied my time. This I 
have accomplished through food, but the 
eggs from such insects still follow the 
game line and give the original white or 
yellow silk. It is true that by soaking 
leaves in dyes and allowing the silk cater- 
pillars to eat them, the natural color of 
silk may be altered, but this is but a form 
of dyed silk and does not offer any satis- 
factory solution of the color problem.” 

Professor Crane does not use dyes in 
his experiments. 

“The problem is greater than one of 
dyes,” he says, “and the solution is 
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Proper diet insures a perfect moth, and 
to have good eggs one must keep to the 
rule of feeding four times a day.” 


Mulberry and osage orange leaves and 
salsify are the principal diet of the thou- 
sand silk caterpillars Professor Crane 
rears each year. He has educated the 
worms to spin in a portable frame where 
he can more readily study them. 

Incidentally, he has discovered that silk 
worms, though sightless, are capable of 
education, that they may be taught to en- 
dure the light at the spinning period and 
that some’ are music lovers. The latter 
characteristic Professor Crane has shown 
by the rhythmic motion of the caterpillars 


when certain piano notes are souhded near 
them. In its natural state the silk worm 
becomes restless and seeks a quiet dark 


corner when it commences to weave its 


cocoon. 

Professor Crane has also learned that 
domestication causes an increase in the 
silk producing power of the caterpillar, 
that the moths lose the power of flight 
and are white in color instead of the dark- 
er hues of their wild kindred. 

In scientific terms, the silk worm is 
the larva of a small’ moth called Sericaria 
Mori of the family of Bombycidae or spin- 
ners. To some persons the appearance of 


~ the- worm. is.repulsive.but despite.its lack 


of beauty it is one of the most wonderful 
friends of man, for in its internal labora- 
tory it manufactures the mystic fibroin 
and serecin later to become the silk of 
commerce. The silk caterpillar is well 
equipped for its duty for it possesses a 
voracious appetite and a pair of powerful 
mandibles and sharp?’grinders for tearing 
up and mashing the leaves which consti- 
tute its diet. 

The fibroin and serecin are made up of 
four chemical elements: carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen and oxygen in varying propor- 
tions. The fibroin forms the core of the 
silk fiber and is insoluble even in boiling 
water. 

The serecin coats the surface of the 
silk fiber and can be dissolved into a gum 
by boiling. There are two parts of fibroin 
to one of serecin in the natural silk. 


The baby silk worms are ordinarily 
hatched in the United States early in 
June. They are nearly black at this 
period and about an eighth of an inch 
in length. At first the young caterpillars 
are not strong enough to rend the heavier 
leaves of the mulberry and osage orange, 
but secure nourishment by sucking ‘the 
sap from the. more tender leaves. Soon, 
however, their. mandibles develop and 
from that time until the end of their forty- 
five days of life they are eating inces- 
santly, except when. molting. 


The silk caterpfllar molts or sheds its 
skin four times during its life, becoming 
larger and lighter in color with each molt. 
When full grown the worm is more than 
three inches in length, of a light slate or 
cream color and withput the fuzz which 
is a characteristic of the young worm. The 
silk caterpillar breathes through eighteen 
small spiracles, nine on each side of its 
body in the form of black spots. It has 
no eyes but is extremely sensitive to 
sounds and will stop feeding if an unusual 
noise occurs. 

The silk is secreted in two long glands 
opening in a small double orifice beneath 
the mouth, designated as the spinneret. 
While Professor Crane’s experiments have 
shown him that the greater part of the 
silk is secreted during the last few days 
of the life of the caterpillar, some of the 
fluid silk is present even at the hatching 
period. This is to protect the worm from 
falling, for he instantly fastens a thread 
to whatever he is standing on. In the 
young caterpillars the thread thus fas 
tened is almost invisible but is always 
sufficiently strong to hold the weight of 
the worm. 

The quantity of the silk secreted by an 
adult caterpillar varies, but from 500 to 
1,300 yards may be reeled off in a con- 
tinuous thread from one cocoon. The fluid 
silk is also frequently used for snells on 
fishing hooks, one silk gland containing 
sufficient of the secretion to prepare two 
or three hooks. The silk glands are re 
moved from the worm before he com- 
mences to spin and the fluid silk is drawn 
out to the proper length and thickness. 
The secretion immediately hardens on ex- 
posure to the air. 

When the silk caterpillar is ready to 
spin, it loses its appetite, becomes rest- 
less, draws up an inch.shorter and as

sumes a nearly transparent pinkish color, 
It then commences a search for a place 
to attach the lines which form the su- 
perstructure of the cocoon in which it is 
about to enclose itself. Having no sight, 
the worm moves restlessly about feeling 
every object with which it comes in con- 
tact, until it selects a spinning place. 

Once this 1s done the worm works rapld- 
ly, exuding nearly a foot of silk.a minute, 
which it winds in short irregular figure 
eight loops by waving its head from side 
to side. Later the spinner lessens its 
pace, producing abou’ six inches of silk 
a minute. The cocoon is completed in 
about three days, thougch the busy spin- 
ner is almost hidden before the end of the 
first twenty-four hours. 

On the completion of the cocoon, the 
worm is little more than an inch long 
and by a final molt within the cocoon 
becomes the chrysalis with the four future 
wings of the moth folded over its breast, 
with six slender legs and two antennae. 

After an incubation period of frqm two 
to three weeks, the chrysalis stirs to life, 
bursts its inner shell and the now fully 
developed moth ejects a liquid, strongly 
alkaline, against the end of the tough, 
gummy cocoon. This softens the lining so 
that the moth is able to break and push 
aside the restraining threads and emerge 
into the outer world. 

Incapable of flight, the moth or imago, 
passes the few days of its existence with- 
in the space of less than a foot. It hag 
no mouth and hence takes no nourish- 
ment. In contrast to the sightless cater- 
pillar, however, the moths have eyes and 
seek their mates within a few hours of 
leaving the cocoon: One moth lays three 
or four hundred eggs, at first yellow but 
turning gray later. 

Professor Crane keeps these eggs over 
the winter, not permitting them to be in 
a temperature warm enough to hatch une 
til the mulberry and osage leaves have de 
veloped so there may be food for the baby 
worms. 

Only the live cocoons are used com- 
mercially for silk, the chrysalis being 
killed by immersion of the cocoon in hot 
water or steam. Nearly three thousand 
cocoons are required to manufacture a 
pound cf raw silk. 

The effort to change the color of the 
natural silk so that dyes will be unneces» 
sary has attracted the attention of biolo- 
gists in Japan, China and France, Profes- 
sor Crane says. 
automobiles in the United States to study 
a trivial thing like this, however,” he de 
clares. 

In addition to his successful experiment 
in changing the color of the natural silk, 
Professor Crane has discovered a cure for 


flacherie, one of the diseases of silk 
worms which Pasteur had striven for 
years te’ curb. The disease strikes the 
caterpillars between their twenty-fifth and 
twenty-eighth day, rendering them sappy 
and lifeless and destroying thousands at 
a time. Professor Crane has shown that 
the only successful treatment is careful 
washing with cold water. He is studying 
cures for other silk worm plagues in his 
private laboratory. Silk manufacturers 
have offered substantial prizes for cures 
for these maladies which menace the en- 
tire industry by threatening to wipe out 
the silk worm. 

“My discovery of the germ causing 
flacherie and the treatment was the work 
of thirty years,” Professor Crane says. 
“IT conclude that the. disease is contagious. 

“Carelessness in regard to any dried 
corpusculous matter is the cause of its 
being so widely spread. ‘Then when we 
turn to the germ provoking fermentation 
in mulberry leaves one begins to see the 
problems confronting the silk industry.” 

Professor Crane, who holds the degrees 
of B. 8. and B. A., in the National Norn 
mal university, Lebanon, O., teaches in 
the Walnut Hills High school, at Cincin- 
nati, during the winter and at Lebanozu 
during the summer. He has established a 
well-equipped laboratory for summer work 
and at present has charge of seventy-five 
teachers in the Lebanon University Sum- 
mer school.» Some of the silk caterpillars 
he rears are used in experiments by the 
Lebanon students.
